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Russia—The Enigma 


W uex Thomas Jefferson was Presi- 
dent he had as many surpriseés as some v1 
our modern statesmen over quick changes 
in Russian policy. 

We are inclined to think the Russian 
problem is new in American history. We 
forget that the difficulties associated with 
it were just as tantalizing at the dawn 
of the nineteenth century as they are to- 
day, and that Jefferson found its neces- 
sary to study Russian policy because it 
was so interlocked with French and Eu- 
ropean policy, His sympathies were al- 
most entirely with the French and against 
the rest of Europe, who then considered 
Napoleon to be about as dangerous a 
dictator as people in our own day have 
considered Hitler to be. 

As Russia was always an uncertain 
factor in the Napoleonic Wars, Jeffer- 
son was ever alert to discover whether 
that great country was friendly with 
France, or against her. Russia then, as 
in World War I and World War II, 
was the great enigma in the balance of 
power. The Emperor Paul I acted like 
a weather vane, veering from one side to 
the other with the speed of lightning. 
He would join a coalition against France 
and, when allied shipping was plying 
in his waters outside St. Petersburg 
(now Leningrad), suddenly withdraw 
from his treaty obligations, form an un- 
expected alliance with Napoleon, and 
seize the unsuspecting allied vessels in 
his harbor. 

But if Paul acted like a weather vane, 
hi: successor Alexander I whirled 
around like a Texas twister. He started 
his reign in 1801 A.D. by changing 
his father’s policy and by making a pact 
with the allies. When the allies felt 
secure in his friendship, he suddenly 
invited Napoleon to sign the Treaty of 
Tilsit. He followed this up by sending 
troops against his former friends. When 
Napoleon looked the other way, he 
seized Finland. However, he came to 
grief when he ordered his fleet to Por- 
tugal, and the British Navy seized his 
entire flotilla of ships as compensation 
for those confiscated by his predecessor

at St. Petersburg. After this, Alexander 
swore ever-increasing enmity to the al- 
lies. 

However, as time went along Alexan- 
der became jealous of Napoleon’s grow- 
ing power. The first sign of difficulty 
came when Napoleon asked for the 
Czar’s daughter in marriage. The Auto- 
crat of all the Russias replied that his 
daughter was much too young. So the 
two emperors fell out, and Napoleon 
Was unwise enough to march his legions 
into Moscow — with disastrous conse- 
quences. Alexander then organized the 
Grand Alliance against France. As soon 
as the allies were convinced he was 
once more a good ally, he surprised and 
aggravated them to concert pitch by 
declaring himself King of Poland. 

So, from vear to year, Alexander 
went on gyrating, until Jefferson must 
have grown dizzy watching the various 
combinations for and against France. 
Jetferson had the Sun in Aries, while 
Paul had Mars and Neptune in opposi- 
tion from Libra. (We might note here 
that since Neptune has circled once 
more into Libra, Russia again has 
loomed large upon the horizon of Amer- 
ican politics.) Alexander had the Sun 
in early Capricorn, a sign square to Jef- 
ferson’s Sun in Aries. 

What Russia will do next has always 
been the specific problem of Europe. 
When Edward Creasy published his 
Fifteen Decisive Battles of the World 
in 1852, he wrote that he doubted 
whether any Cabinet meeting would be 
held without Russia being uppermost in 
the .aembers’ thoughts. In this he 
sounds quite modern. We moderns are 
inclined to think that our question marks 
concerning Russian foreign policy are 
new, but listen to Creasy writing in 
1852: 

“Russia now grasps with an armed right 

hand the tangled threads of European pol- 


itics, and issues her mandates as the arbi- 
tress of the movements of the age.” 


The historian then goes on to remark 
that Russia was practically unknown in 
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the power politics of Europe until Peter 
the Great crushed Sweden at the Battle 
of Pultowa near the Ukraine on July 
8, 1709, upon which the czar is said to 
haxe exclaimed that “the son of the 
morning had fallen from heaven; and 
that the foundations of St. Petersburg 
at length stood firm.” Creasy considers 
the date of the Battle of Pultowa to be 
the pivotal date for the emergence of 
Russia from comparative obscurity. He 
speaks of her expanding from a small 
area in Central Europe to become the 
sole dictator of the destinies of terri- 
tories stretching from the Baltic to the 
borders of Persia and India. He then 
insists that she has followed the policy 
of ancient Rome by “protecting” all na- 
tions in her path across Europe and 
Asia. He says: “And Russia has been 
the protector of Poland, the protector of 
the Crimea, the protector of Courland 
(now Latvia), the protector of Georgia. 
... She protects Moldavia and Wal- 
lachia (now Romania)... . Since the 
summer of 1849, she has made herself 
the protector of Austria.” (How modern 
all this sounds!) 

Creasy sums up his thoughts on such 
“protection” by saying, “Woe to the 
people whose liberty depends on the con- 
tinued forbearance of an over-mighty 
protector.” This is a warning which the 
twentieth century still has not taken to 
heart. History has been repeating itself, 
and history ever repeats itself because 
its course is apparently aligned with the 
ever-recurring cycles of the planets. 
Many of the countries mentioned above 
became free of Russian protection. Now 
they, and many others, are again under 
“protection.” Perhaps, some people may 
argue, America is “protecting” Greece 
and Turkey. To these people we might 
ask if anyone has the slightest suspicion 
that the United States will ever invite, 
or want, either of these two countries to 
become a forty-ninth state in the Union? 

The emergence of Russia after Pul- 
towa upon the European stage seemed as 
strange to people of the early eighteenth 
century as did the sight of a motley fleet 
of home-made Russian boats in the Bos 
phorus and the Sea of Marmora to the 
citizens of the East Roman Empire capi- 
tal of Constantinople in the ninth cen- 
tury, The far-famed traders of that vast 
city knew all the peoples on the lower 
Danube, but they did not at that time 


know that a Swedish (Varangian) chief- 
tain named Rurik had captured the city 
of Novgorod in 862 A.D. and that he 
had organized the Slavonic tribes of 
Russia from Novgorod to Kiev into such 
a powerful unity that they were a poten- 
tial danger to the Empire. Thus, it was 
a strange awakening when Russian craft 
arrived in the Empire’s home waters. 
The citizens crowded upon their fortified 
walls, and they laughed long and loudly 
both at their visitors and at their boats, 
the latter being made for the most part 
out of a single tree built high with rough 
boards. | 

The Russians arrived at Constantin- 
ople under the leadership of Oleg, who 
acted as regent for Rurik’s young son. 
Oleg was driven away by Greek fre, 
which was then an unknown factor in 
war by the Russians, and as surprising 
to them in that age as the atomic bomb 
was to Japan in the recent war. Those 
boats which were not burned sailed away 
with Oleg; but, year by year, other little 
home-made fleets returned to the attack 
until, finally, the Eastern Emperor had 
to make peace with them and allow them 
to barter. 

Not too many years later one of 
Rurik’s descendants was slain in battie 
by neighboring tribes, and his very cap 
able widow, Olga, headed the Russian 
people with no less enterprise than the 
male rulers had done. Actually, it is sur 
prising how very capable women have 
proved themselves as rulers of nations 
At that time the Church had not yet sp'it 
into the two sections of Roman Catholics 
and Greek Orthodox, but missionarics 
from Constantinople had by this time 
gone into Russia and had converted a 
few people. Among the most important 
was Olga. With the idea of making sure 
that her baptismal ceremony should be 
correct in every detail, she decided that 
she must have it performed at Constan- 
tinople, where she would see the mighty 
emperor of Byzantium, and be baptized 
in what she had been told was the most 
magnificent church in all the world, the 
Church of St. Sophia. So, with a hun- 
dred of her most important nobles and 
ladies, together with guards and sailors, 
she set forth, most like the ancient 
Queen of Sheba to visit a far emperor. 
The writings of the Emperor Constan- 
tine VII bear witness to the magnificent 
reception afforded her and to the mag- 
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nificent ceremony performed for her 
baptism. From that day until the present 
Constantinople (Istanbul) has been the 
city most coveted by the Russians. 

Christianity did not appeal, however, 
very strongly to Olga’s people for many 
years. Finally, in 980 A.D. her descend- 
ant Vladimir: came into power. Russia, 
in later days, had a very interesting old 
chronicler named Nestor who tells us in 
the most naive way, how Vladimir the 
Great became the first iuler to turn his 
whole country Christian—a matter for 
which he was later called Saint Vladi- 
mir. Nestor takes considerable liberty 
with facts in his description of the Rus- 
sian prince, making him a philosopher 
interested in knowing what all the major 
religions of the world taught and 
believed, until Vladimir’s eagerness to 
know more caused him to send out nu- 
merous learned men to visit all the great 
countries as tar as India, and to dis- 
cover their truths first hand. Finally, in 
their quest, these wise men visited Con- 
stantinople, and there the Emperor Basil 
Il gave them a gieat welcome. Evi- 
dently, Basil instructed his patriarch to 
stage the most sumptuous service, such 
as would do justice to the enormous 
riches of the capital. The envoys were 
overcome with delight at the interior of 
St. Sophia. They gazed up in wonder 
into the recesses of the great dome. They 
saw the high vault and the walls covered 
with sparkling mosaic pictures on gold 
grounds, and they gasped with astonish- 
ment. The altar enraptured them with its 
bejeweled vessels and massive candle- 
sticks. The hundreds of tinkling little 
golden bells entranced their ears, while 
the great bells from thirty-two towers 
thrilled them to the soul. Then, when the 
choir began to sing—so they told Vladi- 
mir upon their return-—angels descended 
from the dome and joined their song 
with the choristers. 

Apparently, ceremony appeals to the 
Russians. Many of our diplomats since 
World War II have expressed surprise 
at the pomp and circumstance in which 
state dinners are held in the USSR. 
They seemed to have expected plain 
boards and inexpensive equipment from 
their Soviet hosts; and they have, there- 
fore, been amazed to find themselves in 
a dramaturgy of fine linen and silver, 
such as would have been worthy of the 
days of the czars. The Russians learned 








all that pageantry can offer from the 
astern Roman Empire; and deep in 
their hearts, they have never lost the 
thrill of their first entrance into it. 

The enthusiasm ot the envoys im- 
parted itself to Vladimir, who resolved 
that such services were a must for his 
growing power. He sent the envoys back 
to Basil, instructing them to say that he 
wished to become a Christian, for no 
religion could satisfy him like this one. 
He also added that he needed a Christian 
wife to instruct him. Basil, reflecting 
that the Russians might be better friends 
than foes, expecially as the Bulgarians 
were then ready to attack the empire, 
uffered his sister Anne as a bride to the 
Russian duke. 

The marriage of the Duke Vladimir 
of Kiev and the Princess Anne was cele- 
brated at Cherson in the Crimea, which 
at that time had been overrun by Vladi- 
mir. The Duke retufned the city to the 
Hyzantines after which he was baptized. 
Then a little later, with splendor greater 
than Vladimir had been able to conjure 
up in his mind even after his envoys 
reports, the Greek priests performed the 
wedding ceremony with golden crowns 
passing from bride to groom. Vladimir 
was so thrilled that he asked the priests 
to come with him to Kiev and to per- 
form the ceremony all over again in 
order that his boyars (or nobles) and his 
people might witness such an amazing 
ceremony for themselves. So, with cru- 
cifixes and banners, with crowns and 
robes and censers, many of the Byzan- 
tine priests accompanied the duke and 
his bride to Kiev. There Vladimir com 
manded his peoples’ immediate conver- 
sion, and thousands were baptized in the 
river before they were allowed to see 
their ruler and his princess celebrate 
their second wedding servic>. 

We now come to the question as t9 
whether there is any basic chart for 
Russia. Apparently, there is none, but 
we do know that Rurik founded the 
nucleous of the Russian state in 862 
A.D. We also know that the Russians 
celebrated the one thousandth annivers- 
arv of the event at Novgorod in the year 
1862 A.D., beginning their celebrations 
on September 20th, which day they con. 
sidered to be the traditional birthday. 

From the above data Ralph Kraum 
calculated for me the planetary positions 
as of O hours, G.C.T. September 20 
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(O.S.) 862 A.D. Using average motion 
on the positions he sent me, I have set 
the chart up as for noon of that day. 

The chart obtained is quite revealing. 
When transits have been used for vari- 
ous modern events, these seem ‘to 
“work.” Russia has always been called 
an. Aquarian. country, yet Russia has 
seemed more subtle than the usual 
Aquarian. Here we find the radical Nep- 
tune at 21 degrees Aquarius. Astrologic- 
ally, this Neptune in Aquarius seems to 
provide the basic reason why Russia has 
always been considered an enigma. At 
the Sicaian Revolution of 1917 Uranus 
was 21 degrees Aquarius, exactly on this 
Neptune, suddenly bringing to light 
many forces which hitherto had been 
secret, or not fully comprehended in 
stark reality. Note too, that on March 
12th of that year the radical Pluto had 
reached 2 degrees Cancer conjoining the 
radical Mars, and squaring the radical 
Sun and Saturn. Under these aspects 
czardom perished. The transiting Nep- 
tune was two degrees Leo sextile the 
radical Sun and Saturn, and semi-sextile 
the radical Mars, hence czardom was 
superceded by the communism inherent 
in Neptune. 

Mr. Kraum also stated that the solar 
eclipses preceding the founding of Rus- 
sia in 862 A.D. fell at 18°.01’ Pisces and 
at 9°.13’ Virgo respectively. These 
eclipse degrees would remain as sensi- 
tive spots in the natal chart on each side 
of the nodes. At the Revolution Mars 
was 18 degrees Pisces in opposition the 
first eclipse spot. 

We might note too that when Germany 
declared war on Russia on June 22, 








1941, that Mars was in opposition. to 
Neptune in the heavens from Pisees to 
Virgo, again affecting the sensitive 
puints around the nodes, showing treach- 
ery and violence from a neighbor, Sat- 
urn, Uranus and the Moon were in the 
last degrees of Taurus, almost exactly 
on the Descendant of the Russian chart, 
indicating the suddenness of the declara- 
tion of war. The Sun transited 0 degrees 
Cancer close to Russia’s radical Mars 
and squaring the radical Sun and Saturn, 
revealing the seriousness of the blow, 
and also the rapidity of the German at- 
tack. The formidable resistance of the 
Russians can be seen in the square to 
Saturn. 

Returning to Vladimir’s marriage, we 
can understand from this natal chart 
with its Sun in Libra how enthused the 
people could be over the marriage of 
their ruler, and how the service entered 
into their hearts, especially when, as in 
this case, Saturn the lover of ceremony, 
is close to the Sun and exalted in Libra, 
while the Sun itself rules the cusp of the 
house of religion. 

From that day in 988 A.D. until 1917 
A.D. every orthodox marriage service 
was patterned on the formula of Vladi- 
mir and Anne, with golden crowns per- 
petuating the rejoicings of the first 
Christian marriage of any Russian. To- 
day, the USSR is asking itself how to 
take some of the drabness out of its 
civil marriage formality. Recently, we 
read that their officials have begun to 
realize that their unexciting routine pro- 
grams do not please the people. How 
can these suit a people whose thought- 
patterns are conditioned by the Sun in 
Libra? 

In 988 A.D. when the conversion took 
place, Jupiter was in Capricorn in trine 
to the Ninth house node. When Jupiter 
comes into Capricorn this year and 
makes its trine to Saturn in Virgo on 
December 14th, one could expect some 
strong religious fervor to manifest in 
Russia soon after that date. Already vari- 
ous publishing houses are being inun- 
dated with requests for Russian Bibles. 
It was on September 4, 1943, that the 
USSR re-established the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church, and on September 12th, 
that the Metropolitan Sergius was in- 
stalled as Patriarch of All the Russias. 
On the latter date the Sun and Venus

te smic news flashed over the ra- 
divs around the world late on the after- 
noon of Memorial Day 1948. Within 
minutes after the first crumbling of a 
levee supposedly protecting a city of 
18,700 population, the entire area was 
inundated. Vanport, Oregon, was en- 
gorged to obliteration by waters of the 
flood-swollen Columbia River. 

The enormity of a situation where 
18,700 persons and their possessions 
concentrated within a few square miles, 
almost literally trapped, lucky to escape 
with their lives and the clothes they 
were wearing, appalls. The complete 
erasure, the sudden burying of a city 
is Plutonic, practically beyond compre- 
hension. It reminds one of the end of 
Pompeii, lava-sealed, the precipitous 
sinking into the sea of Port Royal; the 
latter davs of the ancient continent, Le- 
muria; the havoc of the atom bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima. 

Other thousands of persons were be- 
ing forced to flee rampaging  fleod 
waters during this period. But they 
were from a scattered area of thous- 
ands of miles. They were not confined; 
their woe would have been agoraphobic, 
not claustrophobic. Too, their farms

were receiting booster shots of fertility 
from the richly silted flood waters. 

Vanport was a government project, 
war-born to house workers in the ship- 
yards and other war industries in adja- 
cent Portland. More recently its hastily 
constructed dwellings, with a prepon- 
derance of two-story apartment houses, 
were tenanted mostly by World War 2 
veterans and their families. Such were 
the residents at the time of its Memorial 
Day demise. It still was government 
controlled and operated. 

The fatalities coincident with the dis 
aster are unknown. A pre-arranged si- 
ren shrieked through the languid holi- 
day ‘afternoon to send thousands scurry- 
ing out of the area to higher ground. 
Automobiles jammed roads. Many per- 
sons fled afoot. However, due to a pre- 
vious report that levees were in order, 
many persons hesitated about leaving. 
But as waters surged through the 
streets and buildings crumpled or floated 
off foundations, men and women swam 
for safety. Children were rescued by 
human chains. As usual in such occur- 
rences, families were separated, children 
sucked into swirling waters, adults sub- 


merged in rescue efforts, and on and un. 
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The initial break was in a section 
considered the strongest in the dyke. 
Reports are that it had been construct- 
ed forty years before for railroad use. 
Weeks after it went out, engineers still 
are puzzled as to WHY. There were 
no evident pre-break trickles or seep- 
ages. It was a massive burm forty feet 
high, grading from a one hundred and 
fifty foot wide base to seventy-five feet 
across at the top. 

This particular disaster is of course 
only a part of the extensive damage 
wrought by floods in the Pacific north- 
west of our own country and of our 
good neighbor Canada this spring. /1 
toto the destruction is closely connected 
with the May 8th eclipse, the last Nov. 
12th eclipse, the February lunation and 
the cencentration of heavy planets in 
Leo during the period. The Vanport 
tragedy is strictly, or perhaps one should 
say typically, a Pluto-ruled happening. 
Any possible doubt of its Pluto nature 
would be dispelled by studying Fritz 


Brunhubner’s findings in PLUTO, and 
checking with personal research and 
data. 


Oregon is an Aquarian state, having 
been admitted to The Union 6n Feb. 14, 
1859. Currently, Uranus, planetary 
ruler of Aquarius, is transiting Gemini, 
perhaps accounting for the dual major 
tragedies in Oregon within seven 
months, and the multiple nature of each. 
Reference is made to the private air- 
plane crash which took the lives of the 
then Gov. Earl Snell, Lt. Gov. Marsh- 
all Cornett, Robert Farrell, secretary ; 
and Cliff Hogue, pilot, on Oct. 28, 1947. 
These state leaders had planned a week- 
end’s recreation duck hunting in eastern 
Oregon. 

Charts for the time of the Vanport 
event and for Oregon’s statehood (solar 
equilibrium) fairly exude data relative 
to the Memorial Day catastrophe. 

Scorpio is on the ascendant of the 
Vanport chart. Scorpio’s ruler, Pluto, 
rises on the 10th. Certainly the occur- 
rence attained number one spot, and im- 
mediately. The fatalistic 29th degree of 
Taurus (degree of Oregon’s radical 


Uranus) is on the 8th house cusp. 

Of the ascendant degree, C. F. Mat- 
thews states “Danger through—advisers. 
Often a winner because prepared for 
the unexpected.” This verifies or is 
authentication of the sincerity of those 





authorities who believed that no danger 
existed. And the contradictory prepared- 
ness of a warning siren which was re- 
sponsible for the saving of thousands. 

Sagittarius and Gemini intercepted in 
the 2nd and 8th houses lock up the 
human and the financial losses for later 
revelation. When Jupiter turns direct 
there should be a definite setting of the 
sum for the losses, though satisfactory 
solutions for rehabilitation may not be 
reached till it leaves the sign, after its 
dynamic opposition to Uranus on Nov. 
14th. When Jupiter turns direct it will 
joy “at home.” However, Uranus not 
only is exalted but has proven highly 
potent in Gemini; and in the tragedy 
chart Uranus is elevated over Jupiter, 
though descending. Uranus disrupts to 
make way for progress. Thus, some 
families which were living in the! Van- 
port project should be benefitted. There 
is probability of their being offered fi- 
nancing for better homes and_ better 
businesses, and in more desirable loca- 
tions. Already there have been sugges- 
tions that government agencies be auth- 
orized to effect such opportunities to 
those legitimately qualified. 

Aquarius, the Sun sign of the state, 
tenants the 4th cusp of the Vanport 
chart. The dispositor of this 4th, along 
with the 10th ruler, is intercepted in 
Gemini. Gemini is a sign associated 
with youth. 

The Moon posits dynamically on the 
5th cusp, powerfully quincunx the afore- 
mentioned subtle, illusive Neptune in the 
house of the unknown. Neptune, 5th 
cusp ruler, retrograde, weak by place- 
ment though in its natural 12th house 
rulership position, is squared by Venus, 
ruler of the cusps of both the 8th house 
of death and regeneration, and the 12th 
of confinement and secrets. Further 
tying-in children, mothers, homes, with 
the event of the chart are the Neptune 
aspects to Pluto, ascendant ruler, and 
the Sun. The speed, apparent facility, 
of the manifest disaster operations are 
indiced by the ease of the so-called 
benefic sextile of the former and trine 
of the latter. 

News reports list children as consti- 
tuting the majority of those missing. 
However, the sky map would indicate 
many adults, and among them public 
figures, recreational directors, communi- 
cations operators. The exact roster of 
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those who had completed their mundane 
karma on that date will remain a 
mystery. 

In the Oregon chart, Moon and Nep- 
tune are strong in their own signs. The 
time of day Oregon became a state 
could easily alter placement of the 
planets to add the strength of angularity. 
However, the flat map presents a pic- 
ture well known by personal research 
to fit the pattern of the assets, resources, 
functionings of the state. Uranus in the 
4th is not especially fortunate. Being 
square the Sun and nodes does not im- 
prove matters. It can manifest dis- 
ruptively in the land, homes, physical 
properties, bases of the state; or, it can 
focus on the 10th house to form the 
remaining point of a fixed square. 
Apparently in season all of these poten- 
tials express. 

In the disaster sky-map, Uranus, 4th 
cusp ruler, is within orb of Al Hecka, 
a locale which Nicholas de Vore’s 
Encyclopedia of Astrology ascribes as 
relative to accidents and malevolence. 

Even stretching degrees for a wide 
orb of aspect eliminates the 7th house 
retrograde Saturn and opposing Mercury 
from the aforementioned square—except 
that Saturn and the nodes in the® Van- 
port chart repeat the natal accent of 
fixed sign square. 

Oregon’s progressed Sun is approach- 
ing a square to its radical place. The 
progressed Moon (even with hour un- 
known) is within orb of. conjunction of 
transiting Neptune, in opposition to 
radical Pluto and Mars and progressed 
Venus; widely square radical Venus and 
Moon, and in solar 8th house. Favorably, 
this progressed Moon is in orb of a trine 
to natal Sun-Mercury in Aquarius and 
radical and progressed Jupiter, and pro- 
gressed Mars-Uranus in Gemini. 

The natal placements and aspects are 
the blueprint or life roadmap. So-called 
good aspect by progression and/or 
transit merely mitigate forces natally 
indiced bad, so-called. Difficult aspects, 
by progression or transit, accent the 
same planets natally well aspected but 
not in the usual conception of unfavor- 
able; rather as opportunity for initiation 
to higher level. 

Superimposed on the Vanport chart, 
Oregon’s progressed Moon and opposi- 
tion radical Pluto-Mars, progressed 


Venus, fall on the 12th house of secrets, 
confinement, containing Neptune, sub- 
versively retrograde, and the 6th house 
of rentals and renters. 

Friends, designated by Mercury in 
Cancer, trines the Moon and sextiles 
Mars to extend immediate aid. Records 
show that food and clothing arrived 
post haste from sister states. 

Aquarius, and Gemini with the 4th 
‘ruler therein describes the houses and 
other sites of doom. Recounters tell of 
persons going to upper rooms, par- 
ticularly upstairs bedrooms for imagined 
security and safety. Stairways were 
death traps. Children and youths were 
on playgrounds and tennis courts. Men 
were working or puttering in their 
garages. Considering things ruled, one 
can also imagine that perhaps some were 
enjoying the leisure of library reading, 
and there attained their transition. 

Pluto, not only ruler of the ascendant 
but the most elevated planet in the chart, 
firmly tenants a degree labeled “Pub- 
licity’” by Matthews and ‘ Malevolence” 
by deVore. Both are partinent to the Van 
port erasure. 

In mythology, Pluto holds sway over 
the underworld. In astrology, Pluto is 
assigned to Scorpio, the 8th house of 
regeneration, extremes of polarities, 
fecundation, and germination. Pluto is 
associated with destruction, transforma- 
tion, decomposition, putrefaction; death 
chambers, sites of horror and death; 
activities which undermine, submerge, 
fill over; parapets and embankments 
which become undermined and wash out 
from underneath. Pluto operates on a 
vast scale. 

Pluto destroys to create anew, better, 
finer, as the spiritual concept and de- 
velopment will allow. Pluto is the 
phoenix which rises from its own ashes: 
chemical change in the physical, spiritual 
transformation in the initiate. 

In the overall pattern of the ages, 
Vanport perhaps is a pawn, trivia: a 
mass passage to “the realm from which 
no traveler returns,” a morass for 
puzzlement by future generation geo- 
logists and archaelogy students, nothing 
more. Or, by example of her own plu- 
tonic works, destructively, is Nature 
challenging Man to put atomic energy 
and cosmic rays to constructive use, for 
human advance rather than for geno- 
cide?

Nor long ago in going through some 
old files we ran into the birthdates of 
the individuals who had vorked in our 
home in the last quarter of a century. 
It was surprising the large number of 
Taureans and Virgos we had attracted, 
not one Sagittarian, two Aquarians, and 
only three Arians.

This hat was the cause of a turn- 
ing point in her life, for shortly after- 
wards we attended her wedding, and 
then she left us because her husband 
was a member of a band and had to 
travel about. 

The Taurus gal we recall best was 
Anna. She was a wonderful cook, and 
to her we are largely responsible for the 
Victorian aspect of our hips. We found 
out that it was a mistake to mention that 
Anna prepared any dish extra well. My 
husband told Anna that her lemon 
meringue pie was the best he had ever 
tasted, and after this remark, we had 
lemon pie three times a week. Anna 
was property-minded; she was saving 
for the day when she could buy her own 
home (her Sun, Venus and Mars were 
in Taurus).

given to routine, and appreciated her 
own cooking. We lost track of Anna 
when we took a trip to Europe, for on 
our return she had moved. 

Our Gemini worker was one of our 
earliest, when we lived in New York. 
In the evening paper under “Situations 
Wanted” we found: “Woman will work 
five days a week and cook dinner, also 
do laundry; phone Mrs. Green.” We 
called, and Mrs. Green showed up, 
black as the ace of spades, with the 
most perfect white teeth, and a heart o/ 
gold. True to her sign she was relative- 
minded. Her extra days off were in- 
variably to attend the wedding of a 
niece, to bury Uncle Ned, to meet a 
cousin from out of town. In fact, it was 
a relative who was the reason we lost 
her. Her sister was very ill, and she 
went back to Georgia to nurse her, and 
later we moved to California. 

Fulalie was a Cancer who certainly 
lived in the past. She told us about 
working for people who had really great 
homes. Our sheets were not as good as 
Mrs. Whosis’ who lived in Santa Bar- 
bara, and so on. «She never spoke of 
her mother, which we thought strange, 
she being a Cancer. On questioning her 
we found out tht her mother had died 
at Eulalie’s birth, and she had had a 
step-mother. She was not saving as 
Cancers are supposed to be, but rather 
on the extravagant side, especially when 
it: came to be groceries and meat. With 
Leo rising, she had to have the best. 
even though we tried to bring home the 
fact that she was now working for an 
actor, not a producer. She collected 
things, though—old magazines, Christ- 
mas cards, references and recipes. Eu- 
lalie’s specialty was coffee cake, but she 
made it only when she was pleased about 
something (Cancer’s tendency to inject 
the personal even into work). 

Pearl was a Leo. She was Japanese 
and the hardest worker we ever had. 
She was born in this country, and was 
anxious to give her children (she had 
two) every advantage. She had earned 
a Packard car, two radios, had the best 
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type of gas stove in her home, and we 
suspected, just as good a frigidaire as 
ours—perhaps better. Pearl would scrub 
a floor until her cheeks were flushed 
red, and at Christmas when she came 
with a basket of fruit as only the 
Japanese know how to arrange it, it was 
a tremendous basket. There was cer- 
tainly nothing small about Leo Pearl. 
When the Japanese were forced to leave 
California during the war, it broke 
Pearl’s heart. Everything she had 
worked for and owned had to be sold 
at a loss. However, she now works in a 
hotel in Salt Lake City and seems to 
be very happy there. 

Ella is a Virgo, our current helper 
and a character. She has Scorpio rising, 
is a good cook, but does not cook much 
for us now—pies once in a while or a 
turkey and dressing. She is essentially 
a cleaning woman. Ella has a green 
thumb, and transplants flowers. In the 
morning when she comes to work, she 
always has a bouquet—gladiolas, Canter- 
bury bells and snap dragons are her 
specialties from her own garden. When 
Ella becomes irritated with me over 
some mistake in gardening, and I try 
to explain that I was reared in cities, 
not in the country, she remarks that 
she is a Pittsburgh gal—one can learn, 
you know. Two planets in Sagittarius 
have made Ella a little religious. She 
sings a great deal. Her songs depend 
on the time of the year; around Christ- 
mas we get “Silent Night.” During the 
war it was “God Bless America” ; lately 
it’s been Presbyterian hymns.  Ella’s 
Mercury is retrograde in Leo, and she 
has peculiar ways of expressing her- 
self. She will remark, “Yesterday 1 
were to town,” or, “It was give to me.” 
She has the directness of Scorpio 
rising. An utltimatum has now been 
set down that unless there is the newest 
type of vacuum cleaner in our residence 
at the earliest possible date, she may 
give notice. 

Mrs. Mack was a Libra and a devout 
Catholic. At times she did not know 
if it was the correct thing to work for 
an astrologer. She had the Moon in 
Scorpio, and was a good worker. Mops 
to her “was a lazy way of cleaning’— 
she wiped the floor on her knees, with 
- wet cloth. She was better “than those 
who were younger,” she told us in her 
first interview.. One day there was a 


great commotion. There weren't any 
old cloths for Mrs. Mack to use on 
the floors, so we dug up a few old face 
cloths—about four—and gave them to 
her. We had been having some sewer 
trouble, so we impressed on her that 
when she poured water down the drain 
to be sure none of her small cloths fell 
in and got into the sewer pipe. A little 
while after she started, she came into 
the room where I was typing and said, 
“TI started with four of those rags; now 
I have only three.” Immediately, I be- 
gan to get temperamental about the 
sewer and what my husband would say, 
but Mrs. Mack quieted me by saying 
she would say a prayer to St. Anthony 
and everything would be all right. Later 
she walked in saying, “I found the other 
rag. I emptied some of the water out 
in the patio several times, and there the 
rag was. BUT —you are a fortune 
teller, and you ought to know it didn't 
go down the toilet.” 

Gene was a Scorpio with Libra rising. 
Housework was really not nis line. He 
had been a chorus man and had fallen 
on lean times. Gene had had one long 
tour with the Vagabond King company 
and used to give us the songs—with 
gestures. Nevertheless, true to the 
Scorpio, he was a hard worker. He 
continually lifted me up, made us laugh. 
His experiences with others would have 
made good material for a book, es- 
pecially his tales about the famous radio 
commentator’s wife who gave him only 
tuna fish sandwiches for lunch—and he 
despised tuna fish. 

Willimae was a Capricorn. A little, 
slight colored girl with sad eyes and 
bow legs, willing, alwasy happy when 
there were guests—very rare with many 
helpers. Gemini was on her Ascendant, 
and she was anxious to learn. I used 
to help her write letters home—she 
wanted the “folks” to know how she 
was getting on. Willimae always went 
about doing things the hard way. If she 
carried a tray upstairs, it would be the 
largest tray in the house, with too much 
on it; it always looked so heavy that 
one rushed to help her with it. Her 
general air was none too cheerful, and 
she had her moods. Willimae had 
formerly worked in a home for the 
aged, which in all probability had en- 
hanced her Saturn outlook on life.

ASTROLOGY IN FRANCE 


Paris, France. 

Perhaps you or your readers would 
be interested in the activities of an 
astrological group in Paris. 

The Foyer d’Astrologie spirituelle 
et psychologique is under the direc- 
tion of Mme. Berthelemy. A number 
of us belonged formerly to a similar 
group, initiated by a well known 
French astrologer, M. Caille. The Jat- 
ter is now in South America, but we 
are still in relationship with him. As 
indicated by its title, our group gath- 
ers persons which are seeking in as- 
trology for other things than the sat- 
isfaction of mundane curiosity; we 
see, before all, in this ancient science, 
renewed by modern scientific studies, 
a powerful means for individual and 
spiritual improvement, according to 
the natal chart of each one, and indi- 
cations in view of an effective col- 
lective action, supporting our own ef- 
forts. 

The fundamental ideas which lead 
our work are that no planet, per se, 
is bad, and that no aspect is malefic 
only. We must find the way to use 
good influences of all planets. Dan- 
gerous conjunctions, squares and op- 
positions, better than trines and sex- 
tiles, show the lines along which we 
have to struggle, mainly against our- 
selves, in order to benefit from the 
energy reserves which they mean. 

In accordance with these essential 
notions, our group has two kinds of 
activities. 

1. General. Regular meetings are 
held (one or two monthly). They 
consist in two parts: during the first 
a lecture is given about astral influ- 
ences; during the second, advices are 
given to each present member partic- 
ularly, according to the chart and to 
actual aspects in the sky. Special at- 
tention is paid to children’s charts. 





- 


2. Particulars. Several groups have 
been constituted under the sign of 
every planet: Plutonian, Neptunian, 
Uranian, Saturnian, Martian and Ve- 
nusian “branches.” A Jupiterian 
group also is planned. 

The Plutonian group is the central 
nucleus of the Foyer (its brain trust, 
I dare say). It deals with spiritual 
subjects—philosophy, morals, ethics, 
religious evolution. 

The Neptunian deals with artistic 
education (music, drawing, painting 
pictures). 

The Uranian is charged with social 


Services (assistance for sick people 


and children). 

The Saturnian relates to the library. 

The Martian deals with sports, the 
Venusian with esthetics (rhythmic 
gymnastics) mainly for young people. 

The Mercurian busies itself with 
secretarial work and scientific mat- 
ters. 

The Jupiterian will organize trips 
inland and foreign travels. 

Our organization is not yet definite. 
Each group is independent from the 
others but certain activities are some- 
what common to several of them. 
Further, we intend to create a com- 
mon financial service, awaiting the 
time when it will be possible for each 
group to fly with its own wings. 

A meeting with an artistic part and 
a lottery at the end of Spring will 
allaw us to face the most urgent 
cases. 

Our development, of course, is 
principally restricted by material dif- 
ficulties (money, lack of leisure, no 
particular room for meetings, etc.). 
However, the positive results which 
have been already obtained are full of 
promise. We search for quality rath- 
er than for quantity. When the Par- 
isian group is strong enough we in- 
tend to create in other great French 
towns similar groups. 
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We shall be very glad if you will 
let our group be known around you 
in America, and if you are able to 
give us from time to time useful ad 
vice from American astrologers. 
Although we are independent from 
any religious confessions or philo- 
sophical system, our group is m 
principle and in fact a_ spiritual 
one in the broadest meaning of the 
word, welcoming similar efforts im 
every country, and drawing its force 
from national sources, occidental cul- 
ture and true Christian education. 
Therefore, we deem it is not neces- 
sary to point out our deep conmiuniry 
of views with spiritual American as- 
trologers. Due to the present mental 
state of the world, we particularly 
care for all messages from the west. 
Thus, we shall be very glad to hear 
from you about these matters.

ANSWER: The sentence, “His Venus 
is at O° Aries conjunction Mercury .. .” 
(page 4, 2nd column, 2nd paragraph in 
the June 1948 issue) should read “His 
Venus is at 0° Taurus and Mercury .. .”. 

While the Government of Costa Rica 
was formally tendered by the Vice Presi- 
dent, acting as temporary President, to 
the new Revolutionary Board at 12:40 
p.m. (12:17 Local Mean Time), May 8th 

-and therefor less than 12 hours before 
the Solar eclipse—the real transfer of 
power appears to have occurred on April 
22nd, about a day before the April 23rd 
Lunar eclipse. 

Although Figueres was aligned with 
the Ulate forces in his (Figueres’) mili- 
tary struggle with the Picado-Guardia 
forces, and although Ulate was presum- 
ably elected President on February &th, 
Ulate is not a member of the Revolu- 
tionary Board which is to govern for the 
next 18 months (which may be extended 
to 2 years) ; however, at the end of that 
time the Government is presumably to 
be turned over to him. The incidence of 
these two eclipses at these two crucial 
times of the transfer of power indicates 
that things will not work out in the in- 
tended manner. It would be well to keep 
our eyes on Costa Rica, its neighbors and 
indeed the whole smouldering Caribbean 
area.

Johannesburg, S. Africa 

Some time ago I noticed in your 
magazine you have added a South 
Africa item in Tomorrow’s News, 
but I regret to notice you have 
stopped same, I should like to see 
this continued, specially with our new 
government which was polled on the 
26th of May, 1948. The present gov- 
ernment or cabinet was sworn in at 
11 am. S. African time in Pretoria 
on 4th of June 1948, and I would like 
you to make a horoscope for this gov- 
ernment. Is the government likely to 
continue or will it not last long? It 
has so far a small majority of 3. 
namely, Nationalists 70 members and

COMMENT : Saturn Pluto rising in 
Leo, square the Moon in Taurus, 
describes with unpleasant accuracy the 
extremely nationalistic character of the 
regime recently elevated to power in 
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SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME 
11:00 a.m., June 4, 1948 


South Africa. These malefics rising in 
Leo equate to authoritarian ideas and 
methods—and not the benevolent author- 
itarianism one sometimes finds in the 
generous though autocratic Leo. As an 
example of what we mean by authoritar- 
ian methods, let us quote from Time 
Magazine, June 28, 1948 issue: 
Established at last in the official 
Capetown residence . . . Anglophobe 
Malan has named a cabinet to match 
the Opposition’s worst fears: not a 
single representative of South 
Africa’s English-speaking groups. 
Several of the new ministers, like 
Malan himself, belonged to the fana- 
tically nationalist Ossewa Brandwag 


(Ox-Wagon Sentinel) and Broeder- ' 


bond organizations, whose members 
had been banned from state employ- 
ment during the war by Prime Min- 
ister Smuts for pro-Hitler sympathies. 
Malan’s government promptly can- 
celed the ban as well as the Smuts- 
sponsored program for training Ne- 
gro labor. 

But the ministerial act that set 
angry South Africans of all shades 
jampacking Johannesburg's 
Square in protest and touched off the 
biggest mass meeting ever held in 
Kimberley was that of Justice Minister 
Charles (“Blackie”) Swart. To sym 
bolize “the deep desire” of the Malan 
government “to relieve the people of 
the Union from the strain of the war 
years,” Minister Swart released from 
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prison five wartime traitors and sabo- 
teurs. One was 34-year-old ex-Boxer 
Sydney Robey Leibbrandt, who had 


been landed from a German U-boat to . 


organize the pro-Nazi underground. 
South Africans reniembered him as 
the man who, when caught and sen- 
tenced to death® in 1943, had acknow!l- 
edged the sentence by flipping up his 
arm in the Nazi salute. 


The Anglophobia of these Nationalists 
fits in nicely with the square from the 
Moon in the 9th-—-England is here seen 
as a “foreign” power rather than the 
top partner in a Commonwealth of sov- 
ereign nations ; the aggressiveness to Eng- 
land is measured also by the rising Mars 
(ruler of the 4th) square Sun in the 
10th, for England- -or the king as a sym- 
bol of England—must be considered as 
10th house as well as 9th in this context. 
since the Prime Minister must take an 
oath of allegiance to the king. 

However, this rising Mars square the 
10th house Sun must also be considered 
as opposition to the new Cabinet itself, 
and to the Prime Minister, and it seems 
to us that any judgment on the length of 
office of this government must be made 
on the basis of subsequent transits and 
progressions to these two planets. As 
transiting Mars squares and opposes the 
Leo planets (from Scorpio Sept. 22nd- 
29th, from Aquarius Jan. 21st-27th, from 
Taurus May 17th-24th), heavy handed 
tactics, regulations, restrictions on free- 
dom, may be initiated by the government, 
which will arouse strong opposition as 
Mars moves on to afflicting aspects to its 
own place and that of the Sun from the 
mutable signs following; that is, govern- 
ment action near the dates just listed can 
bring forth a chorus of protest near Oct. 
27th to Nov. 4th, Feb. 21st to March 
Ist, June 20th to 29th. The June period 
we consider most significant, and one of 
the periods when this government could 
be overthrown, for in June of next vear, 
the progressed Moon will reach the 
square of the radical Saturn, following 
closely on the heels of a New Moon in 
the 10th house in 6° plus Gemini square 
radical Mars. Transiting Mars will be 
moving through the 10th house, squaring 
its own place and contacting the radical 
Sun, while Mercury retrogrades in Gem- 
ini (in the 10th), forming an inferior

conjunction with the transiting Sun in 
the 13th degree of Gemini on. the fadigal 
Sun. If the Nationalist yovernment sur 
vives this period, and that of August 
September 1949 when Saturn transits 
radical Mars and squares ;radical Sun, 
we don’t know-—for it’s easier to set up 
a “fixed” regime than it is to dislodge 
it. We’d say that South Africa can 
‘thank its stars” that at least the Sun in 
the 10th house is mutable rather than 
fixed,

A Case History of Similarity of Charts and Experiences 
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Do you hold with the theory that truth 
is stranger than fiction: This is the true 
story of two women whose “case his- 
tories” regarding their family relation- 
ships are closely knit. These women were 
born twenty hours apart in towns not far 
distant from each other. In later life they 
actually lived for a time in the same small 
community, but they never met. Their 
lives, however, ran a curiously parallel 
course in some minor respects and a def- 
initely parallel course in one major one 
when each, at the same time and for the 
same reason, was dealt a staggering blow 
that altered the tenor of her existence. 

For the sake of brevity | shall refer 
to them simply (and fictitiously) as 
Doris and Ann. Ann was born at 5 p.m. 
K.S.T. on August 15, 1911. Doris was 
horn about 1:30 p.m. the following day. 
They each had one sister and, as time 
went on, both had younger brothers 
(Ann had one, Doris several). Each had 
a mother who was, shall we say, a more 
forceful character than the father. When 
Ann and Doris had families of their own 
they both had two children. 

So much for the minor chords. We 
now strike the major one. You will note 
from their two charts, that these women 
have Sun squared as well as paralleled 
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by Mars and Saturn which are in very 
close conjunction. Their Suns likewise 
parallel Jupiter, but this does not throw 
enough “counter-balance” to offset the 
inimical influence that, according to the 
older astrologers, points in a woman's 
chart to misfortune and sorrow through 
the male sex, more especially through 
husband and/or father. Since the Sun 
in these charts is particularly strong to 
begin with (in Leo) and since Mars and 
Saturn are also in a Fixed sign—‘slow 
but inexorable’”—it should he safe to as- 
sume then that the squares will make 
themselves doubly felt, coming as they 
do from two such unfriendly sources. 
So your astrologer assumed, at any 
rate, when, by request, she set up Doris’s 
horoscope a number of years ago. Doris 
was a bride who had just married into a 
family well known to me. The young 
couple was extremely happy. Far be it 
from me to prophesy darkly! Any as- 
trologer, amateur or professional, who 
would say under such circumstances, 
“Those fleecy white clouds you have 
your heads in have a black border!” 
should be “berled in erl.’’ When showing 
our stock in ‘‘cumuli” let us stick to the 
kind with the silver lining! The excuse 
I gave Doris for not interpreting her 
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chart thoroughly was that since she 
wasn’t sure of the exact time of her 
birth, and I had only been studying as- 
trology a short while, any serious mis- 
calculation could be most misleading. 
Would she be satisfied with a thumb nail 
sketch, a bit of character analysis? Yes, 
she would. , 

It was a year or two later that Ann, 
whom I knew casually, asked me one 
afternoon to “do” her horoscope. I was 
a harassed housewife with young chil- 
dren then and very little time from more 
immediate and pressing duties. When I 
explained this to Ann, also that it took 
considerable time to “do” a horoscope 
properly, she replied that all she wanted 
to know was “what sort of man she was 
going to marry.” So... we got down 
our Die Deutsche Ephemeride and 
opened it to August, 1911, for another 
thumb nail sketch. 

And now a “footnote” is in order. The 
closeness of the two girls’ birthdays, and 
their association of possible marital dis 
aster, did not register at all when | 
looked at that date. Why? Because, 
working with a fairly sizeable number 
of charts, dates gradually lose their iden- 
tities, and I'll wager that in the class of 
people who “forget birthdays” astrolo- 
gers head the list; When, some years 
later, the similarity of what was hap- 
pening coincidentally to the two women 
was brought forcibly to my attention 
through their both writing me of their 
troubles within a few months of each 
other, then, of course, light dawned, and 
I rushed to compare their charts. This 
gave me a valuable lead on filing. 1 now 
file under the twelve main headings of 
the Sun-signs (with sub-headings such 
as “family,” “friends,” “unknown,” 
“handicapped,” “famous,” etc.) In this 
way, if identical or almost identical 
birthtimes crop up again, the fact will 
automatically make itself known. 

To return to Ann. It appears, from 
what she told me later (though to le 
frank, I’d forgotten, more or less), I did 
go so far as to warn her in her choice 
of a husband and that I even described 
physically the type she should not pick 
for a marriage partner. This was very 
rash of me indeed and I doubt if I'd do 
such a thing today. That difference of 15 

or 20 minutes that so many people can 
be “off” as regards their time of birth, 
makes figuring exact degrees in physical 





description a risky business. It “just 
happened to work.” Naturally 1 didn’t 
tell Ann either that there was any hint 
of unhappiness in marriage for her. The 
best advice that I could offer was, I felt, 
“Be careful whom you marry!” I cau- 
tioned her against the glamorous type 
with one of those dashing, magnetic per- 
sonalities, (Ann herself had plenty of 
magnetism; note her Uranus which, 
though retrograde,-is near the ascendant 
and aspecting 5 planets.) She then con- 
fessed that she was “‘secretly” engaged, 
and she was much amused as well as 
puzzled at my description. “It doesn’t 
suit him at all,” she said. “Harry” (or 
whatever her young man’s name was) “is 
not the dynamic sort with a lot of S.A. 
He is quite safe and sane; a bit of a 
plodder, in fact, and terribly devoted.” 

I didn’t see Ann for years after that 
but heard, indirectly, that she had mar- 
ried—“Harry,” I presumed. In_ the 
spring of 1945 I was greatly surprised 
to have a letter from her which had been 
forwarded to numerous places. I was 
living down south at the time and she’d 
had trouble locating me. In the letter 
Ann asked me to recall what I had told 
her a dozen years previously about her 
marriage partner. She reminded me of 
Harry—good old safe and sane Harry— 
who, as it turned out, she didn’t marry 
after all. Instead she married, after a 
whirlwind courtship, someone who was 
“terrifically attractive” and looked JUST 
like the man I had described—the man 
I’d advised her not to marry! At this 
disclosure a horrid thought popped into 
my head, “Here’s a pretty howdy-do! 
Can I have planted the idea of ‘forbid- 
den fruit’ in this young lady’s subcon- 
scious?” But, no, it’s implanted from 
“away back when” in all of us, to some 
extent. What we’re sure of (the good 
old Harrys and Harriets) hasn’t half the 
lure of what we’re not sure of (the 
“terrifically attractive” boys and girls), 
and this holds especially true for people 
with a strong Uranus influence in thei: 
charts, such as Ann has. 

Ann went on to say she’d been so 
happy in her marriage; she had two little 
boys and a nice home and she adored 
her husband, but—and this is where the 
soap opera takes over—‘“he has fallen 
madly in love with another woman and 
wants a divorce.” The idea of the di- 
vorce—as the plot unfolded—was a re- 
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cent development in one of those situa- 
tions where, apparently, the gentleman 
had been dividing his time between his 
legal and his illicit loves and was per- 
Iectly agreeable to having things remain 
at this status until Ann’s refusal to put 
up any longer with such a distressing 
state of affairs brought about a ‘“‘show- 
down.” Loyal Leo—she didn’t say how 
long she had been putting up with it 
either, only that she was willing to over- 
look the past and take him back because 
she loved him, And here was her birth 
date again, and here was he: husband's 
(he was born April 14, 1911 at 5 p.m.), 
and was there any hope’ Please, what 
did I see there? 

What do YOU see there? Uranus 
square Sun (a law unto himself), Mars 
square Venus (emotions that need a 
strong checkrein). Sun square Neptune 
(lack of said checkrein; weak will). 
Moon-Jupiter opposite Mercury-Saturn 
(instability; poor judgment). Quite a 
setup to cope with in a husband, and pity 
the poor devil who has it to cope with 
in himself! The charm is there too, of 
course, with Libra on the ascendant, 
Moon conjunct Jupiter, and Venus trine 
Uranus. 

What could I say: I wrote, certainly 
take him back if she had the spiritual 
stamina, but not to expect to be able to 
“change” him; it is only by superhuman 
effort that we can change ourselves. 
Babies and very young children can be 
“molded,” of course, by superior wills 
(and how many wicked or thoughtless 
individuals have taken miserable advan 
tage of that fact!) but even the very 
young seek to assert themselves, right- or 
wrong, and only an infant Milquetoast 
grows up to be an adult Milquetoast! 
But this is no Milquetoast we’re dealing 
with, This is a man who ‘has a lot to 
contend with in himself, more than the 
average man; he progresses laboriously 
by a sort of painful system of trial and 
error. Poor Ann! Poor husband! 

Another letter from Ann crossed with 
mine to say that her husband had left 
her and gone to be near his extra: 
curricular girl friend, that Ann was 
granting him a divorce and that the girl 
friend's husband was granting her a di- 
vorce. Confusion on confusion. The tri- 
angle was a rectangle! This affaire 
celebre became even more confounding 
when, the fisal decrees having come 








































through, Ann’s husband was nosed out 
on the home stretch. The girl frend 
married a third party! Which threw the 
decision back to Ann again, for after 
this dismal anti-climax her husband at- 
tempted another reconciliation with her. 
But she was through finally and forever. 
She’s had a difficult struggle since 
though the worst part seems over. She 
took a job to help support her boys 
(money from papa being at a record 
low) and from that advanced to a better 
job with another concern where she has 
done exceptionally well. She has good 
business ability (Capricorn rising; Ju- 
piter in 10th). 


Doris's Marital Experiences 


When Doris wrote me to say that she 
and her husband were separating she 
didn’t go into any details except to insist 
it was through no fault or wish of hers, 
and that she would willingly take him 
back any time because she loved him. 
Ann’s very words! It was this that 
caused me to compare the two charts. It 
wasn’t till I came north soon afterwards 
that I discovered there was “the other 
woman" element in this case too; an- 
other woman, not of the abandoned char- 
acter of our first bird of prey (who, 
from all accounts, was quite viciously 
predatory )—just determined And _ her 
determination won out! She also had a 
husband, so again two homes were 
broken up. Doris too had to support her- 
self and her children (her husband hav- 
ing gone to another part of the country 
and “started life anew” on a very meager 
salary) just as Ann was doing. Doris’s 
was an even grimmer battle with greater 
responsibilities ; all sorts of things went 
wrong for her (note her Sun and Moon 
square). However, Doris’s story has a 
“happy ending” with an extraordinary 
O. Henry touch. 

The two women showed the most 1n- 
domitable courage while they were going 
through the worst phase of their separate 
and private little hells. Neither at any 
time played a martyred role, their suffer- 
ing was not of the variety that asks for 
applause. An iron resolve forged from 
the very “weapons” in force against 
them was displayed in their characters ; 
a fighting spirit (Mars) coupled with 
great fortitude (Saturn). 

Doris’s husband was born January 26, 


1909 about 4 a.m. He is fine looking and

has superb health (Mars on the ascend- 
ant in Sagittarius well aspected; Sun in 
Aquarius, also well aspected). He 1s a 
man with a great deal of vitality and 
spirit and is a hard, conscientious work- 
er. Unfortunately his Mercury, though 
in a good sign and house, forms no 
aspect except to Pluto. Perhaps for this 
reason, he has always lacked ‘‘mental di- 
rection.” His horoscope otherwise is not 
an unfavorable one, unlike that of Ann’s 
husband, and he is probably more “at 
fault” for what he has done than the 
latter who does have the cards stacked 
“against him so heavily. 

In comparing the charts of the two 
men (though of course they aren’t com- 
parable as are their wives’) there are 
certain analogies. Both have a Venus- 
Mars aspect and Sun sextile Mars; 
each has a close Moon-Saturn aspect 
(one conjunction, one opposition) which 
sounds off a definite psychological reper- 
cussion in their lives where feminine in- 
fluence is concerned. Of Ann’s husband 
I know nothing in this respect, never 
having met him or obtained knowledge 
of his background. But Doris’s husband 
[ knew from childhood. He was one ot 
four children, and for some obscure rea- 
son he was his mother’s “whipping boy,” 
perhaps because he was bursting with 
health and energy and she was a sick, 
neurotic woman. I never heard her ad- 
dress one word of affection to him. He 
was given all the dirty, menial tasks— 
somewhat in the role of ‘a male Cin- 
derella. He did them willingly and good- 
humoredly, as far as I ever observed, 
but no doubt he built up an unconscious 
resentment where the gentler (?) sex 
was concerned. This would be most apt 
to bear bitter fruit in his married life, 
for a wife—even the fondest one—is 
capable of fault-finding and criticism 
sometimes, and Doris was no exception; 
she was a frank, outspoken girl and, with 
Venus in Virgo, “particular.” 
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All four people in the group have a 
Venus-Uranus aspect. I’m inclined’ to 
think that this aspect, besides indicating 
physical magnetism, denotes more than 
one serious love affair. It surely “worked 
that way” for these four. Doris re- 
married, Ann broke an engagement, and 
the two men, while married, became in- 
terested in other women. 

At the beginning of their separation 
Doris and her husband had transiting 
Uranus in the 7th (House of marriage). 
It was in Ann’s 5th House, which also 
has bearing on love affairs. As Uranus 
was in her husband’s 9th House, we 
must look elsewhere for the key to his 
actions. Neptune transiting the ascend- 
ant seems to illustrate them strikingly. , 
He was satisfied to live a “double life” 
as long as he could get away with it— 
the life of delusion and self-delusion so 
typical of this planet. 

There is an interesting point regarding 
the effect of the powerful Mars-Saturn 
to Sun squares in the women’s charts. 
Had Sun been applying to Mars-Saturn 
instead, might the influence have worked 
out in different fashion? The Sun rep- 
resents one’s individuality. Therefore its 
application to another planet would seem 
to express influence shown through the 
individuality to others (things or peo- 
ple). Whereas the Sun receiving the di- 
rect rays from another planet would 
seem to indicate the contrary, that is, 
influence felt through others (people or 
things) to the individual. In other words, 
the disruptive force created by the 
squares in breaking up an existent pat- 
tern happened to rather than through 
the two women. You might put it this 
way: they were “receivers,” not “send- 
ers.” They were, in this instance, the 
victims of circumstance or fate, 

The final tiuestion then is—since these 
women were involved in one marriage 
that ended so unfortunately for them, 
how about a second marriage—must that 
also end unfortunately? Does lightening 
ever strike twice in the same place? It’s 
been known to, of course, Lut rarely. 
Doris’s new husband is of an entirely 
different calibre than her first one; he is 
emotionally mature. And if Ann remar- 
tied she also might chose more wisely. 
Such marriages, based on sympathy and 
understanding, should have a far better 
chance at success than their youthful 
impetuous ones. ?

An understanding of the various 
traits of character will be of great hene- 
fit to parents who are sincerely trving 
to do the best thev can for their children. 
For after all, children don’t want to be 
failures any more than their parents do. 
and are generally only too ready to fol- 
low a wise guidance. It is the attempt 
‘oe push them into something foreign to 
‘heir nature that makes them rebel or 
submit and fail. 

Teach children too to understand 
themselves. Show them where their 
weakness lies, and the wav to overcome 
it, but don’t let them think, as manv 
people do, that because thev have certain 
tendencies in their horoscones thev must 
necessarily give way to them.

Our Aquarian did not know her hour 
of birth. We often thought Sagittarius 
was on her Ascendant.

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The Latitude Cycle of Planets 


In our article on Planetary Orbits last 
month we introduced the basic concept 
of “orbital astrology,” that is, the idea 
that the dynamic and cosmic reality of 
any celestial body moving periodically 
in an ellipse around two foci is the 
space defined by this motion—the orbit 
of the body, whether it be planet, satel- 
lite, or star. The “real” Mars, from the 
point of view of the creative forces of 
the universe (and of what the Hindu 
philosopher called Akasha or the true 
“astral light”), is not a mass of physi- 
cal substance but the orbit which this 
moving planet, as it were, cuts and iso- 
lates (i.e. differentiates) out of the 
vibrant fullness of universal Space. 
Space is indeed a fullness of substance- 
energy, a pleroma of being, and the 
motions of celestial bodies (or what 
we apprehend sensorially as such) are 
manifestations of the cyclic process of 
energy - differentiation which goes on 
throughout the eons of time. 

What we see as moving disc or dot 
of light in the sky represents the for- 
ever changing focus of this process of 
differentiation of the one universal 
Power into a multiplicity of effective 
energies animating a corresponding mul- 
tiplicity of basic functions in organisms 
of all kinds everywhere. Stars which 
radiate light refer to the focalization and 
release of one type of energies; plane- 
tary dark masses which are seen to re- 
flect light to the focalization and release 
of another type. 

As we, human beings, are living on 
the Earth, we are integral parts of the 
space defined by the orbit of this planet. 
It is as the energies of solar and uni- 
versal Space enter this Earth-realm that 
they become available for us by our 
organisms. They become available in 
two conditions: a diffuse and a con- 
centrated or focalized one. Diffuse sun- 
light produces certain results upon liv- 
ing organisms; but this same light, fo- 
calized by a lens, not only illumines and 
warms, it burns. And we may well say 
that the same is true of those energies 
defined and differentiated by the various 
planetary orbits, and reaching the or- 
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bital realm of the Earth. They have a 
general effect upon our globe and its 
lives; but at certain times and under 
certain conditions they can have also a 
focalized effect. 

These conditions are produced when 
a planet reaches the points o* its orbit 
at which this orbit’s plane intersects the 
plane of the Earth’s orbit (that is, the 
plane of the ecliptic, of the yearly path 
of the Sun in its apparent geocentric 
motion). The line of intersection of 
these two orbital planes is the line of 
nodes, » nodal axis. It is the line of 
contact between the planet’s orbit and 
the realm of our Earth, The location of 
the end points of this line, as it crosses 
the ecliptic or Zodiac, determines the 
longitudes of the North and South 
Nodes of the planet or of our Moon. 

Through these nodal “gates” the plane- 
tary or lunar energies pour into the 
realm of earth-nature with a focal and 
world-transforming intensity. At other 
times, these energies reach the Earth as 
a whole in a diffuse condition. Diffuse- 
ness, however, does not mean neces- 
sarily lack of strength. It means rather, 
here, that the recipient (the Earth’s or- 
bit) is not turnec or oriented toward 
the incoming energies in such a way 
as to receive them in a direct and, we 
should say, in a personalized manner. 

Let us consider two men standing in 
the sunlight; one of them is vacantly 
looking at the soil, the other is gazing 
straight at the sun. The bodies of the 
two men are receiving the same amount 
of “diffuse” sunlight; but the man who 
is gazing .t the Sun with open eyes 
not only receive sunlight, but beholds 
actually the disc of the sun. He experi- 
ences sunlight in a focalized manner, 
as an entity, as a glorious and effulgent 
form: a disc. He has a personalized and 
clearly conscious relationship of the Sun. 
Something in him goes out to meet the 
Sun, as the sun-disc reaches his per- 
sonal consciousness. 

When Uranus was located at its North 
node between September 1944 and June 
1946 the energy of Uranus—the power 
of organic metamorphosis and of ma-

terial transformation—was reaching the 
realm of earth-nature in a focalized 
condition. Human nature as a_ whole 
was oriented to the point of release of 
Uranus energy \the planet Uranus, lo- 
cated then ‘at Gemini 14°). A direct 
“personal” contact was established—an 
alignment permitting humanity to gaze 
at Uranus us a ‘source of power”, an 
entity; and so gazing at it, to discov- 
er some of its secrets (the release of 
atomic energy from uranium, among 
other things). Yet every year and every 
day of the year, the diffuse energy of 
Uranus reaches humanity. Moreover, 
when some specia! kind of relationship 
(or “aspect”) between Uranus and some 
other planets (and the Sun and Moon) 
is established this, Uranian energy is 
given a special kind of momentum 
which produces z focalization of a kind 
—a different kind. In this kind of. focal- 
ization the characteristics of the two 
planets are somehow combined in their 
joint effect upon earth-nature and hu- 
man beings, but the type of focalization 
marked by the presence of a planet at 
its nodes is one in which it is the power 
of the planet as such and without any 
admixture of foreign elements which is 
emphasized. 


Northward and Southward Motion 


Because when we deal with the nodes 
of the planets and of the Moon we are 
considering the relationship between 
planes and orbits, and not between 
planetary bodies located in two particu- 
lar places, we have no right to think 
of these nodes as two separate points. 
They are instead two “ends” of the line 
of intersection between two orbits; and 
they can be thought of as “ends” of 
this line only with reference to the 
limited space of our Earth’s orbit. One 
should therefore speak of the “nodal 
axes” of the planets, the north and south 
nodes occupying always two opposite 
positions in the zodiac; just as the two 
equinoctial points and the two solstitial 
points are zodiacal opposites separated 
by 180-degree arcs. 

The nodes have been considered as 
“gates” or vital openings (such as the 
two ends of the digestive tube, mouth 
and anus); c., traditionally, as the oc- 
cult Dragon’s head and “tail.” In a more 
philosophical sense, they constitute two 


poles in the relationship between the 
Earth and some other planet (or the 
Moon). The north node is the pole of 
intake; the south, the pole of release. 
At the north node, the planets or lunar 
energies enter the realm of earth-nature. 
At ‘he south node, they are released or 
evacuated. 

At its north node a planet is moving 
from south to north heliocentric latitude ; 
and the Moon also is passing in geocen- 
tric latitude from south to north—thus is 
crossing the ecliptic at latitude 0°. In 
astrological tradition all motions north- 
ward are considered as motions toward 
the spirit, and all motions southward, 
either as motions from the spirit (and 
toward earth-nature), or (from the point 
of view of this earth-nature) as divorces 
away from the incarnate spirit. This is a 
most important and basic principle which 
should be clearly understood if anything 
concerning the nodes is to make sense at 
all. Indeed the implications of this prin- 
ciple are far-reaching, in terms of both 
the historical development of humanity 
and geography—and likewise in terms of 
the foundations of astrological thought. 

Any motion is a motion toward some- 
thing as well as away from something. 
Philosophically or psychologically speak- 
ing, the motion is seen in its positive as- 
pect when the factor of “toward” is em- 
phasized ; it appears negative, when it is 
the separation from something or some 
condition which is stressed. Futhermore 
where two entities are both moving in 
relation to each other, it is obvious that 
the direction and the meaning of the mo- 
tion can be interpreted from the point of 
view of either entity. However, insofar 
as “orbital” astrology and the nodes are 
concerned, the frame of reference is the 
plane of the ecliptic and the motion con- 
sidered is a motion in latitude either 
north or south of this plane. A north- 
ward motion toward the pole of the eclip- 
tic is thus a motion towards the symboli- 
cal center of spirit or consciousness ; and 
as the north node of a planet is defined 
as the place of northward crossing of the 
ecliptic by this planet (the place where 
its latitude is 0° and is about to become 
northern or positive), this north node 
takes on the meaning of the whole period 
of northward motion. 

A planet at its north node is a planet 
in the process of being charged with dy- 
namic spiritual power; according, of 
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course, to this planet’s characteristic 
“wave-length.” Being charged and radi- 
ant with dynamic power, when this planet 
reaches the plane of our Earth’s obit it 
is able to impart this power to earth-na- 
ture and to all earthly organisms. Thus 
as we said before, when a planet is at its 
north node, the Earth is able to take i 
what this planet has to offer. The planet 
gives of itself to the Earth, and the 
Earth’s task is to open itself to and as- 
similate this gift. Planetary “food” is 
presented; the “mouth” of earth-nature 
opens and absorbs this food. 

When, on the other hand, a planet is 
crossing the ecliptic in a southward lati- 
tudinal motion—thus toward the south 
pole of the ecliptic—it reaches the realm 
of earth-nature (i.e. the plane of the 
Earth’s orbit, the ecliptic) while increas- 
ing its distance from the spiritual pole of 
the ecliptic. It is thus going away from 
its symbolic source of power. “Going 
away” however may mean two different 
things: in a positive sense, it means that 
whatever has happened at the time of 
maximum proximity to the north pole 
of the ecliptic (i.e. the point of the plan- 
et’s maximum north latitude) is being 
scattered, as vegetable “seed” is scattered 
upon the soil around the time of the fall 
equinox—while, in a wegative sense, it 
means a repudiation of the experience 
(or of a portion of the experience) 
gained at this time of greatest closeness 
to the center of spirit and consciousness, 
the north pole of the ecliptic. 

When the planet, while thus moving 
southward. meets the plane of the Earth‘s 
orbit, it acts upon earth-nature in either 
of these two ways just described. and (in 
a sense) in both ways at once. It has 
“seeds” to give to all earthly organisms. 
but it has also “manure,” that is, the un- 
assimilated dregs of the experience it has 
had at its point of maximum north Iati- 
tude. 


The Pattern of Latitude Cycles 

This cycle of planetary motion in lati- 
tude is similar to the vearlv cycle of ap- 
parent motion of the Sun in “declination” 
(i.e. north and south of the plane of. the 
Earth’s equator). For six months (win- 
ter and spring) the Sun moves north- 
ward, from the geocentric point of view; 
and its northward crossing of the equa- 
torial plane (i.e. Spring equinox) corre- 
sponds to the north nodes of the planets 





and the Moon. ‘At the summer solstice 
(Cancer 0°) the Sun has its maximum 
north declination, and this is the point 
of maximum solar power and conscious- 
ness—corresponding to the planets’ points 
of maximum north latitude. After that. 
the Sun begins to move southward in 
declination and the points of sunsets move 
also gradually more to the south in the 
western horizon; until the Sun reaches 
declination 0° and crosses the equatorial 
plane in a southward direction. This is 
the Fall equinox, seed-time—which cor- 
responds to the south node of the planets. 

The analogy between the yearly cycle 
in declination of the Sun and the nodal 
cycles in latitude of the planets must not 
be considered absolutely exact in mean- 
ing, as somewhat different factors are in- 
volved in these two types of cycles; yet 
this analogy is quite revealing and most 
important insofar as in both cases we 
deal with two hemicycles of motion, one 
northward and the other southward. In 
the case of the solar cycle the symbol of 
spirit and consciousness at the North is 
the pole of the earth-globe; while where 
the nodal cycles of planets are considered 
the northpole is the pole of the ecliptic. 
These two poles are separated by an arc 
of over twenty-three degrees and have 
distinct characteristics in astrological 
symbolism, yet both have the basic mean- 
ing of the symbol of “North.” 

This North symbol is deeply ingrained 
in the consciousness of our present hu- 
manity, but the question inevitably must 
arise as to whether North represents 
spirit because our present civilization and 
astrology are the products of a human- 
ity established primarily in the temperate 
regions of the northern hemisphere of 
our globe, or whether North is alwavs 
the representative of spirit. This is an 
important question today as new nations 
are developing in the southern hemi- 
sphere, and the possibility of a global 
civilization as active and creative south 
as north of the equator is perhaps verv 
soon to be realized. Astrologers must not 
forget that Aries in the southern hemi- 
sphere signifies autumn, and Libra 
spring. Must there be built a new astrol- 
ogy for southern latitudes based in part 
upon a reversal of the meaning of north- 
ward and southward motion—or, if a 
new humanity develops and becomes a 
creative power in what is now south of 
the equator, will the poles of the earth 
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become: reversed (an occult tradition 
claims this: reversal to be a periodical 
occurrence) and what is now the south 
pole become the north pole? 

These seem unanswerable questions, in 
the state of present-day human knowl- 
edge, but it is well to keep them in mind 
when discussing the symbolism of North 
and South, and of northward and south- 
ward motion, whether it be in terms of 
declination or of latitude. In any case the 
essential point to remember is_ that 
whether the equinoxes or the planetary 
and lunar nodes are concerned the mean- 
ing attributed to these points should be 
derived from the factors of northward 
and southward motion, and referred to 
the complete cycles of motion. The nodes 
are the points of focalization of two 
hemicycles; they are two points at which 
all that happens during, and with refer- 
ence to, their respective halves of a plan- 
et’s cycle in latitude is focused for use 
by earth-nature and all carth-born organ- 
isms. 

Just as there are four basic points (sol- 
stices and equinoxes) in the solar cycle 
of the year, so every latitude-cycle of a 
planet and of the Moon contains four 
characteristic moments: the times of 
maximum north and south latitude, and 
the north and south nodes. These four 
points of the cycle, and the four cyclic 
“quarters” they define, should all be con- 
sidered significant ; however in usual as- 
trological practice today only the nodes 
are mentioned, and this mostly with ref- 
erence to the Moon’s nodes. Nevertheless 
it is becoming increasingly evident to pro- 
gressive astrologers that all astrological 
factors derive their essential meaning 
from the various cycles of which they are 
characteristics features of crucial phases. 
The cycle is the source of basic mean- 
ing; not the particular point, position, 
aspect, etc., considered as a single and 
isolated fact. And cycle (time factor) 
here means as well the orbit or oscillation 
(space factor) described during this 
cycle. 

Once the general meaning of a cycle is 
ascertained, this cycle must be subdivided 
in order to give rise to more specific and 
practically applicable elements of astro- 
logical interpretation; and subdivision 
implies also establishing some kind of 
starting point, or if the cycle is consid- 
ered with reference to several levels of 
signifiance, several starting points. Thus 


the solar year is normally understood to 
begin at the spring equinox ; but in some 
cultures (when the factor of seed was 
particularly stressed) it was made to be- 
gin at the fall equinox, and our modern 
calendar year begins close to the winter 
solstice (or more precisely when the 
Earth is at the “perihelion,” the closest 
point in its orbit to the Sun). 

The astrologer wishing to study the 
latitude cycle of the planets and the Moon 
usually considers the north node as the 
starting point of the cycle. It is the point 
which, as we have seen, is analogical to 
the spring equinox in the solar cycle of 
the year, as both represent (respectively 
to the two basic frames of reference) 
“northward crossings.” The latitude 
cycle from the north node to the south 
node (that is, the period when the planet 
has north latitude), and the hemicycle 
from the south node to the north node 
(period of south latitude), The former 
corresponds to the spring-summer half of 
the year and can be interpreted broadly as 
a period when new energies are being re- 
ceived (north node; intake), then assimi- 
lated (after the point of maximum Iati- 
tude). The hemicycle of south latitude, 
on the other hand, refers generally to 
the working out of the results of the past; 
positively, this is the release of seed— 
negatively, the evacuation of undesirable 
elements or the loss of creative initiative 
under the compulsion of habits and un- 
conscious automatism. 

Next month, we shall discuss, with ex- 
amples, the practical applications of these 
concepts, briefly in the case of the planets 
and more closely in the case of the Moon. 
But lest there should be some confusion 
in the minds of the readers, we wish to 
stress, in closing, that the cycles in lati- 
tude to which the nodes refer, are dis- 
tinct from the cycles in declination often 
used in mundane astrology (especially by 
Elbert Benjamine and the Church of 
Light). The former begin at the north 
node when the planet (or the Moon) has 
latitude 0° in a northward passage of the 
ecliptic; the latter begin when the planet 
crosses the equatorial plane, from south 
declination to north declination. 

For instance the current Mars declina- 
tion cycle began on April 14, 1947, (when 
Mars’ longitude was about Aries 2°) and 
will end on March 24, 1949; while the 
current Mars Jatitude cycle began on

That’s why those who can muster enough 
courage and initiative go to Paris to try 
their hand. Hundreds of thousands of 
them are to be found in all departments 
of fashion, hairdressing or food. Often 
the women shoulder all the responsibili- 
ties of the business, face the worst diffi- 
culties and come out on top of the most 
violent crises, unhurt. 

Among thousands of thousands of 
similar stories I am going to pick the 
one of Madame Renée, dressmaker in 
Paris, despite a difficult, inharmonious 
birth chart. 

Madame Renée is near 70 and is still 
working, like many others of her age. 
How can she, one is inclined to ask, sew 
every evening, despite the fact that one 
of her eyes has had a film over it for 
many years? But still her scissors strike 
as fast and as exactly as they did fifty 
years ago, her detail work is impeccable, 
her button holes first class and tailored 

A life not easy at all! Three setbacks! 
Three re-starts! A powerhouse of resis- 
tance that can be trusted, despite the lia- 
bility, the feverish impatience of Mer- 
cury! Uranus rising stands for a hot 
temper, but also for extraordinary 
achievements. 

Widow of an officer who was killed in 
1916, she had to go to work following 
the war, after having given all her gold 
to the Government and gotten back paper 
in exchange. But the years between 1920 
and 1929 were the years when all those 
who had pluck and cleverness were on 
the upswing. Her Mars at the Midheaven 
and Uranus on the Ascendant indicate 
will power and the necessary gift of au 
thority to make an important Maison de 
Couture flourish. 

How many of her magnificent tunics, 
embroidered with irridescent pearls, did 
she export to America! The money came 
floating back to her! Tinsels, embroider- 
ies, lacy lingerie, soft scarfs of genuine 
crepe de chine, spelled handsome dollars. 
These were the times—a tide without 
interruption. Her particular destiny man- 
ifested itself in the glorious aftermath 
of the war. 
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However, the financial upheaval that 
shook Wall Street to the roots in the fall 
of 1929 threw cyclones of ruin about in 
Europe. When Neptune, between 1929 
and 1932, opposed her natal Jupiter, her 
business kept slowing down and despite 
her desperate struggle, our friend came 
to know deepest disaster—a bankruptcy 
that seemed hopeless, and, still more per- 
sonal, sentimental or emotional losses. 

Here was a woman, rich, elegant, liv- 
ing in a beautiful apartment near Made- 
leine Church, who found herself suddenly 
in dire circumstances, depending on the 
hospitality of friends and taking refuge 
in sordid quarters. For the sheriff had 
left nothing, not even her sewing ma- 
chine. What she had been able to save 
from the shipwreck was a chest of draw- 
ers and some personal underwear. How 
did she come up again? How could the 
ship, thrown about by the hurling seas, 
reach new shores? By mysterious endur- 
ance, courage, poise! For she had to keep 
smiling to the last loyal customers who 
had stood by her in her turn of fortune; 
she had to try her hand at nearly every- 
thing in order to keep afloat. 

All her retrograde planets, four alto- 
gether, indicate those financial setbacks 
of her life, but at the same time also the 
tenacity that does not let go and grabs 
every chance, however small. In 1939 
Madame Renée could breathe again. She 
was now a lively sexagenarian with an 
easy smile who, while remembering her 
past misfortune, was full of new ideas. 
She was doing leather handicraft work 
and fashion designs, also needlework, and 
training apprentices. 

When the Second World War broke 
out, with its hunger and privations, only 
those who were buying on the black mar- 
ket could escape. This time her health 
broke down. (Note Uranus and Saturn, 
with their pressure on natal Mars, squar- 
ing the Ascendant.) This was more than 
an old woman, crushed by worries, could 
stand. Worn down to a skeleton, tor- 
mented by a skin disease, the result of 
the unhealthy food—she who hailed from 
Bordeaux, who had always liked her 
meat and drunk her generous glasses of 
wine—would she finally give in to a hos- 
tile fate’ 

Not yet! Back from the hospital, she 
went first to live in the country, where 
she became manager of a restaurant, thus

satisfying her hunger and regaining her 
strength, and came back to Paris when 
the liberation was under way, saved for 
the third time. 

Soon she will be 70, and he who meets 
her in the street—an old lady dressed at- 
tractively, personable, gay despite her 
violent fits of temper which are quickly 
smoothed down—would not know that 
she sits up over her work every night, 
without the least notion of when she 
will be able to put down her needle, for 
the rising prices tell heavily on single 
women whose expenses are much too 
high. At her age she has to struggle 
against financial storms and low tide and 
yet, for her, it is enough to create a pretty 
model or design in order to feel content; 
it is enough to attend a military show in 
order to regain the enthusiasm and the 
pluck of her youth. 

If she says, “I never believed that I 
ever would succumb, and that’s what has 
saved me,” that shows that she has dis- 
covered the depths of her unshakable 
confidence in herself, and that she can 
be disturbed only on the surface by occa- 
sional aggressive moods. It’s the hun- 
dreds of thousands of women like her, 
who object to being coddled, whose votes 
have modified so definitely the elections 
in Paris over the last three years. For 
all of them believe that France will soon 
regain her health and strength of former 
years if the men also desire this.

July 27, 1947 (when Mars heliocentric 
longitude was Taurus 19°, that of its 
north node) and will end on June 13. 
1949. 

The current Uranus declination cycle 
began on February 21, 1928, (with Uran- 
us at longitude Aries 1° 37’) and will 
last until 1969, when Uranus being lo- 
cated in Libra 1°, this planet will osillate 
briefly on either side of the point of 
declination 0°. The current Uranus /ati- 
tude cycle began, according to American 
Astrology Ephemeris, at F.S.T., July 20, 
1945, (four day after the Alamagordo 
testing of the unanium atom bomb) when 
Uranus crossed the ecliptic. It was then 
located (in heliocentric longitude) at 


Gemini 13° 45’.

From a Teacher’s Notebook 


As we brought out in our previous 
article (August, 1948, page 37), any con- 
tact between Venus and Saturn heightens 
the areas of sensitiveness in the domain 
of each planet. We found the conjunc- 
tion to be an aspect of emphasis, har- 
nessing together for good or ill the two 
drives of Venus and Saturn. In all ma- 
terial or cultural acquisitions or purely 
personal values (Venus), the depth, se- 
curity urge, the ordering of Saturn was 
or needed to be present, and vice versa. 
There could be no enjoyment without 
worldly success and security, and no se- 
curity unless what was gained for one- 
self enhanced the personal value of the 
native in the eyes of the world, or of the 
“people that count.” 

Thus, with the conjunction there is an 
unconscious fusing of the two drives. In 
the square, the two domains are in con- 
flict and there is a compulsive etfort to 
reconcile them which brings both into 
sharper focus. In the opposition, there 
is a fuller awareness of the potential 
range of each drive, set one against the 
other and a sensitiveness to the obstacles 
in the way of reconciling them. With the 
trine and the sextile there is no prob- 
lem; the two drives can, and usually do, 
work harmoniously together. The trine 
and sextile are therefore materially pro- 
tective to a high degree; it is unlikely 
that a native with these aspects will ever 
seriously suffer from material want, or 
be exposed to ego-deflating, dogging fail- 
ure either in the realm of worldly suc- 
cess, or of personal emotions. Someone 
always stands ready—a husband, a father, 
a friend who is a sort of “elder brother” 
or “sister’—to keep the wolf from the 
door, to render assistance when needed, 
to provide earning opportunities, sub- 
sidies, allowances—in short, to guarantee 
at least a measure of security. Nor is 
there that corroding personal sensitive- 
ness, present with the conjunction, square 
and opposition. The right to security and 
to personal appreciation or social accep- 
tability is largely taken for granted. He’ll 
accept security in the most convenient 
form presented (sextile) or just gravi- 
tate towards it without effort (trine) as 
water finds its level, and then stays put. 
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The square is the most critical of these 
aspects, because the situation involving 
Saturn and Venus, whether emotional or 
material, never remains static. While a 
negative attitude or situation may seem 
“frozen,” sooner or later a crisis is pre- 
cipitated by circumstances from the out- 
side or by the native’s own inner nag of 
discontent—either event seeming to com- 
pel action or decision. There is a driving 
ambition, an insistent urge towards 
worldly success or material security. This 
native can be selfish; he can be ruthless, 
as all defensive drives are ruthless when 
security is or seems to be threatened. 
The square can be frustrating, but only 
when the sense of limitation or fear over- 
balances the need to make up for a real 
or fancied lack. In all charts it meas- 
ures to a personal need for success and 
security—whether the native exerts him- 
self to achieve it or not. There is self- 
pity in failure (as is noticeable with 
Moon-Saturn squares) : there is an emo- 
tional edge to the security drive, though 
the feelings (Moon) are less deeply in- 
volved than is “vanity” or “face” 
(Venus). 

We have noticed in women’s charts 
particularly, with the Venus-Saturn 
square, that the ambition is gratified in 
career or worldly terms, often at the 
expense of the emotional life—a sort of 
“Lady in the Dark” situation. This was 
the widely publicized play and movie 
about the successful “boss Lady” maga- 
zine editor, vaguely dissatisfied with her 
sideline romance which she enjoyed on 
the precarious outer edge of convention. 
This type of woman wears a defensive 
hardness; she thinks herself emancipated 
beyond a feminine thralldom, when actu- 
ally she is afraid of her own femininity, 
afraid to put it to the test in her own 
proper domain. She rejects competition 
with other women; she holds men at a 
safe distance because she is afraid of 
being hurt, hence afraid oi the “surren- 
der” which is the source of the more 
primitive woman’s essential power. On 
the other hand, she is not afraid to con- 
tend with men in a man’s world (per- 
haps because she has less to lose, and 
more to gain materially )—and so com- 
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pensates for her emotional backwardness 
by achieving usually a very decided busi- 
ness or professional success, either on 
her own merits—or through the husband 
she prods to heroic efforts to make his 
mark in the world. That she often de- 
feats herself by such a tactic “where 
she really lives,” is a foregone conclusion, 
for the cure for Saturn is not LESS, 
by MORE Saturn. Such a native has to 
recognize and accept the essential vul- 
nerability of her feelings and literally 
make herself more vulnerable to life, ac- 
cept the feeling role in its deepest pos- 
sible dimension, and as a woman, feel 
and suffer more deeply. Therein, para- 
doxically, lies real ultimate satisfaction. 
She has to give in order to get, yet is 
usually afraid to, for fear of losing dear- 
ly earned acquisitions, or for fear of suf- 
fering a personal humiliation or/rebuff, 
the ever-present fear of “losing face.” 
Essentially this attitude is spiritual and 
emotional arrogance, while in positive 
reference, the aspect should teach com- 
passion and humility. 

We believe that a man can handle the 
Venus-Saturn square with less emotional 
wear and tear than a woman, though he 
is just as touchy in his vanity, just as 
exacting in his personal standards or de- 
mands. It sharpens his natural competi- 
tive drive (though one must recognize 
the defensive motivation here, too; he 
doesn’t dare NOT to make the grade, 
or meet the worldly requirements of suc- 
cess). He is apt to meet the emotional 
difficulties implicit in the aspect through 
an unconscious choice of a cold, selfish, 
predatory, or hard-boiled, ambitious 
woman, or through depression or denial 
of his gentler instincts, or through the 
repudiation of intimacies he can’t suc- 
cessfully handle. On the whole, however, 
this square gives him fewer or less obvi- 
ous “thorny edges” than it does a woman, 
simply because they are lost in the gen- 
erally accepted roughnesses of male be- 
haviour. 


In the opposition, where the perspec- 
tives are broadest, there is no less reach 
for worldly advantages, no less sensitive- 
ness to possible encroachment of the 
world or of self-interested individuals 
upon what the native considers his pri- 
vate preserve—but there is less crisis, 
less action. Venusian considerations and 
Saturnine considerations are weighed in 


the balance; sometimes they interfere 
each other. The therapy, as with all oppo- 
sitions, is to do all the deliberating and 
weighing in advance of decision, then 
when action is taken, to continue along 
that line—under the law of the planet 
giving the original impetus. In plainer 
terms, if personal glamor or acquisition, 
personal satisfactions are sought, then 
the action should not be deterred by con- 
siderations of expediency or security. 
Similarly, if a play is made for worldly 
administrative or political or business 
success, then personal considerations 
(while they figure by necessity- in the 
individual’s own consciousness) should 
be left out of the picture and the objec- 
tive pursued in purely practical, non-per- 
sonal, worldly terms. 

This separation is not possible with the 
square. In it the cross currents of the 
two drives must clash; the only solution 
is to let the conflict have its way, breaking 
up the impasse eventually, then re-shuf- 
fling the pieces until something is build 
which leans neither one way nor the 
other (i.e., neither to Saturn nor Venus), 
but which includes them both in a higher 
dimension that can reconcile them. Mis- 
takes will be made, wrong calculations, 
and the price exacted for the misjudg- 
ments. Even with a respectable achieve- 
ment, contentment is rare: there is either 
the perfectionist’s dissatisfaction with a 
result or a performance that might satis- 
fy other people, or there is the constant- 
ly begotten insecurity sired as easily by 
possessions and success as by the lack 
of them. In a world where Saturn is 
king, and no position or possessions can 
be held without risk or challenge, the 
native with the Venus-Saturn square can- 
not be at peace; he often finds it diffi- 
cult to accept the transiency of things, 
of the worldy fruits of ambition, and so 
drives himself (often others, too) with- 
out mercy; he cannot afford to relax his 
vigilance, to “let go.” For he fears—and 
perhaps he is right—that if he did, the 
world would as cold-bloodedly take away 
from him that which it had bestowed in 
recognition of his painstaking industry, 
his effective judgment in figuring ma- 
terial angles, and according to his lights, 
evaluating practical results.

THE FIXED STARS IN VIRGO 


I NTENSIFIED by the conjunction in 
Leo with Regulus, a much crystallized 
Saturn now enters the magical zone of 
Virgo, as a serpent, still and sly, glides 
into its own habitat. No visible stars 
are located in this sector of the zodiac 
that stretches from Regulus to Zosma 
in 10° 12’ Virgo. Yet from some un- 
fathomably distant cosmos whirls a 
mysterious energy that flows into the 
heart of Man—the urge to clasp the 
Unseen *Hand of four-dimensional 
" powers. 

It is called transcendental Magic— 
really a technique of tapping astral fonts 
of wisdom with wondrous effects that 
shatter terrestrial limitations. 

Now Saturn in this first decanate of 
Virgo during the remainder of 1948 is 
bound to stimulate the curiosity of oc- 
cultists to lift the veil from the face of 
Isis. This harvester and redeemer has 
long been recognized by initiates as the 
high-priest of magic, an aristocrat 
among planets, often called a miniature 
Sun. 

Therefore, if you have any planets, 
natal or progressed, in this magical zone 
of Virgo, Saturn’s transit there is apt 
to stimulate a longing for solitude. Like 
the Harbinger in the wilderness, you 
may harken for the small still voice of 
inspiration. This stellar influence is no 
flashy, sparkling ray. Its depth can only 
be exploited by drinking deep from the 
waters of Lethe—of oblivion to the 
Lower World. Immeasurable progress 
can then be registered by any student of 
astrology who is willing to delve into 
the hermetic teachings of the Masters. 

Madame Blavatzky was said to have 
credited her Virgo planets with her 
clairvoyant and clairaudient faculties 
that enabled her to converse with the 
little etheric beings who dwell in flower 
gardens and sylvan recesses and to 
commune with spirits of the higher 
realms. Saturn conjoined Mars in 3° 
Virgo and Mercury was in the line of 
light with Zosma in her nativity. 

If you saw the light between August 
22nd and September 3rd inclusive, vour 
natal Sun is located in this zune, and 
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though you may shun magic leanings 
you can still exploit this stimulating in- 
Huence in career and business matters. 
sirthdates of those who have achieved 
success in practically all walks of life 
are surprisingly numerous for this time 
of the year. Here are some outstanding 
examples : 

Samuel Goldwyn (Aug. 27th); 
Charles Boyer (Aug. 28th); Frederick 
March (Aug. 31st); Queen Wilhelmina 


of Holland (Aug. 3lst); William 
Saroyan (Aug. 28th); Gene Kelly 


(Aug. 23rd); Phil Baker (Aug. 24th) ; 
Van Johnson (Aug. 25th) are only a 
few names of those whose natal Sun 
conjoins invisible stars in this zone. 

ZOSMA—10° 12’ Virgo: Constella- 
tion, the Lion. 

If you were born on September 3rd 
or 4th your natal Sun in conjunct this 
so-called magical star of second-magni- 
tude. But there are two sides to the 
shield: a positive, constructive one and 
a negative, destructive one. Often Fixed 
Stars are merely convenient alibis for 
the multiple messes humans will allow 
themselves to get into because of their 
weakness and ignorance. 

Zosma has frequently been blamed for 
many_ills that befall humanity, which 
were actually ‘the result of living on a 
level of unevolvement. It is not an 
emotional influence, but functions on the 
plane of pure reason with a leaning 
towards the didactic and analytical in 
judgment. Its magical gates are rooted 
on the niveau of concentration, that 
means, of course, perfect mastery of the 
will towards perfection, a steeled phy- 
sique as hard as a prize fighter’s and 
netves like ship-ropes. The desire nature, 
far from being stifled, flowers under the 
beams of disciplined, intelligently  di- 
rected impulses. 

This star can bring renown if. its 
hyper-potential rays are properly as- 
similated. Alan Ladd (Sept. 3rd); Rol- 
lin Kirby (Sept. 4th) ; Henry Ford 2nd 
(Sept. 2nd) are examples. The late 


Huey Long (Aug. 30th) had Mars with 
Zosma. 
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DENEBOLA—20° 30’ Virgo: Con- 
stellation, the Lion. 

This second-magnitude star is perhaps 
the most important one in Virgo and 
expresses well the virtues of this Mer- 
curial decanate. It increases the critical 
and selective faculties associated with 
this sign, bestows remarkable industry 
and perserverance in the pursuit of an 
undertaking, attention to the most 
minute detail and a fine sense for style 
and form perfection. 

A good illustration of Sol with De- 
nebola is the popular singer and pic- 
ture star Dick Haymes (September 
13th). Talent scouts declared Dick “too 
homely” to succeed in pictures and were 
reluctant to bother with him. But how 
could they know that this young actor 
was exploiting a splendid stellar instru- 
ment, perhaps unconsciously so? His first 
cusp ruler, Venus—( Taurus rising) and 
his sunsign ruler Mercury are in con- 
junction in 1° and 3° Virgo respective- 
ly, the latter a high-frequency degree. 
Using the fessitura of his vocal range to 
fine advantage, fluidic rhythm of style, 
tonal beauty and an almost casual deliv- 
ery of his vocal offerings are the result 
of this aspect. Add to that simplicity of 
manner and a pleasing, if not matinée 
idol, appearance, and you find Dick to 
express the quintessence of Virgoan as- 
sets. 

Claudette Colbert, one of our topnotch 
actresses, shares his birthday. Margaret 
Sanger, Adolph Knopf, publisher, Ar- 
thur Sulzberger of the N.Y. Times and 
Alain Locke, Negro educator, also are 
examples. 

You who saw the light on September 
12th, 13th or 14th (Sun with Denebola) 
may not want to set the world on fire, 
but success beckons along the follow- 
ing lines: editing, proof reading, lino- 
typing, auditing, mimeographing, and all 
clerical occupations, in fact, most jobs 
requiring style and a sense of form per- 
fection. Imagination is not your long 
suit unless it is supplied from another 
sector of the zodiac. 


COPULA—23° 58’ Virgo: Constel- 
lation, the Great Bear. We want to re- 
call with sympathy the tragic death of 
producer Earl Carroll in a recent plane 
crash (June 17th, 1948 at 1:41 p.m. 
Daylight Saving Time, at Mt. Carmel, 
Pa.). It may interest students to com- 


pare the telltale horary chart of the 
catastrophe with the nativity of the pop- 
ular Earl, born September 16th (Sun 
with Copula), 1892, first decanate of 
Libra rising. Then, please remember, 
when interpreting the planetary aspects, 
that his brother Norman also died by 
fire in a Broadway hotel room a couple 
of years ago. 

The tragic phy siognomy of nebula fre- 
quently reveals itself in a disastrous 
manifestation of Karma in an untimely 
demise, and sometimes in ailments of 
the physical body amounting to chronic 
invalidism. 

More than any other star in Virgo 
this nebulae accentuates a sense of pro- 
priety, even fussiness in outer appear- 
ance. Hence, persons thusly affected 
are clothes horses, mannekins, couturiers 
or plain dress-makers: Men of Copula 
vintage are quite dapper and members 
of the distaff side often slaves to fash- 
ion. This is especially true when it is 
rising in a nativity as in the case of 
Gloria Swanson and the Dutchess of 
Windsor. 

Alexander Korda, the meticulously 
groomed “peer” among British motion 
picture producers, and Milton (the other) 
Eisenhower, Kansas City State College 
President, have the Sun with Copula, as 
have you born on September 15th and 
16th. 

Your greatest drawback is trying to 
“belittle” the accomplishments of a rival 
so that your own efforts may outshine 
theirs. Be tolerant of lesser intellects, 
stop gossip-mongering ; cultivate the vir- 
tues of a compassionate heart.

Although radiating from opposite 
hemispheres of the firmament—South 
and North—the rays of these rather 
insignificant magnitude orbs hit the 
ecliptic within half a degree of each 
other. Their effect upon humans, espe- 
cially when conjoining Mercury, seems 
to arouse a political yen. Hence, many 
hangers-on at political meetings and 
conventions, usually those who “pro-

The Physical Structure and Personality 


Ly this series we have explained the 
mechanics by which one can determine 
the ideality (hopes, desires and wishes, 
or the “heart” of the individual). Now 
we move on to the interpretation, the 
collection of energy units that go to make 
the physical appearance, the outer ap- 
pearance created by the physical struc- 
ture. 

Regarding this second phase, appear- 
ance, the measurement can be used as 
the basis of an analysis of the osseous 
structure, the skin and hair coloring, the 
height and weight, as well as ‘the type of 
nerve reaction. This could well be an 
angle of research for those workers in 
the field of human engineering who are 
concentrating upon the physical man and 
seeking a basis for his many variations. 

In carrying the meaning of Numbers 
into the emotional, social, educational 
and character building field, this physical 
angle is perhaps the least important of 
all, except as it explains where an im- 
pression gained of a person upon first 
meeting comes from, especially if the 
conclusion is drawn upon the physical 
appearance alone. 

The phase of the name of the individ- 
ual which gives the Number of the ap- 
pearance, or impression as it is known 
by students of the Cheasley Method, is 
the addition, and reduction to a single 
digit, of the consonants in the names 
given at birth, whether or not the whole 
name as originally given has continued 
to be used. 

All other letters in the alphabet other 
than the vowels 4, e, 1, 0, “ are conso- 
nants. 

Example: 

JOHN DOE 
1+-8+5 = 14= (144) 54+4=9 
Tracing the modern use of this phase 

of name analysis, we find that the pioneer 
in many of the fundamental calculations, 
Mrs. L. Dow Balliett, did not employ 
this measurement of the consonants. The 
writer is not aware whether this was due 
to a disbelief in the formula, or merely 
because it had not entered her mind in 
setting up the calculations for the “Eso-

teric Self” (Ideality) or for the “Exo- 
teric Self” (Expression). 

Dr. Julia Seton, mentioned heretofore 
in this review of modern Numerology, 
seems to have been the first teacher to 
have promoted this phase (1913). It was 
incorporated by the author as his organ- 
ized method and presented by early 
writings in 1914. Dr. Seton’s explana- 
tion was found to be in accord with that 
given later to the impression in the 
Cheasley method. 

Believing in the theory of reincarna- 
tion, it was possible for Dr. Seton to add 
a phase of interpretation which may be 
interesting to those who are of the same 
belief. This interpretation proposes that 
in the progress of the individual and his 
development, following the logical order 
of creation, experience, expression and 
inclusion, the totaled Number of the 
consonants marked a future expression 
of personality which was being created 
in this present life. 

If one admits that any extension of 
individual life would likely follow a pat- 
tern to be found in a lesser degree of 
time in the present experience of living, 
the idea of this orderly progress can be 
readily accepted. From everyday experi- 
ence and observation we gain the evi- 
dence that what is part of our instincts, 
what we have included, must at one time 
have been desired, and adopted by us. 
By the same rhythm, what the individual 
assumes the appearance, routines, reac- 
tions of now, could easily lead to later 
opportunities for actual experience in 
that field, then to opportunities to ex- 
press what had been learned and finally 
take its place as a part of the inner or 
E-motion and the sub-conscious phase of 
ego development. 

About the year 1930, this attention to 
the consonants of the birth name was 
endorsed in the work of Mrs. Elizabeth 


Seigle, both in this country and abroad, 
and was explained according’ to individ- 
ual experience and the Cheasley Method 
in an interesting book, Around the Clock 
utith Numbers. 
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In her comprehensive book on Nu- 
merology, entitled, Your Days Are Num- 
bered, Mrs. Florence Evlynn Camptell 
also endorsed the use of the consonant 
measurement which she had studied un- 
der the Cheasley Method. This was 
around 1932, and this calculation ap- 
peared in Mrs. Campbell’s writings and 
teachings under the term ‘Quiescent 
Self.” 

In the everyday practice of Numerol- 
ogy, especially where it is not possible 
to meet a subject being analyzed in per- 
son, the reference to the Number of the 
impression will provide a few usetul bits 
of information. It will tell, for instance, 
whether the individual has the advantage 
of a physical appearance which is so- 
cially attractive or otherwise, or of one 
that complements the Ideality and Ex- 
pression. 

Such points of information become 
even more valuable in the advanced use 
of the mechanics, where a comparison 
between the individual Ideality (desire, 
ability) and opportunity is being devel- 
oped. For instance, no matter how noble, 
comprehensive, understanding, social or 
creative, the deeper nature and talent may 
be, it cannot fail to be helped or hindered 
in its expression and acceptance by the 
type of physical appearance which first 
meets the eye of other people. 

Similarly, an attractive appearance 
without the backing of an equally attrac- 
tive Ideality, can start an individual 
toward a public or social advantage 
which cannot be truly maintained at a 
later date. In the variations between the 
Ideality and Impression numbers, there 
can arise quite a few causes of individual 
success or failure. 

Attractiveness in appearance, manner, 
charm and good looks are natural to 
those with Impressién numbers 3, 6 and 
often 5, 7 and 11. The more rugged, less 
prepOssessing appearances will often be 
found in 2, 4, 8, 9, and where the 11 is 
combined with 22, although the 7 and 11 
by themselves will often give a delicate 
and ethereal impression. 

In applying the nine numerals and 
their interpretations to the impression, 
the meanings are not changed from the 
general indications already given. It 
should be borne in mind that in this 
phase of analysis, the meanings are ap- 
plied toward what we look like, and not 


so deeply, as in Ideality reading, to what 
we want to do and be. 

The following should be helpful in 
identifying the nine possible Impressions 
by their Numbers. 

Impression—1. You should be neat 
and tidy in your dress. You appear self 
possessed, which rather discourages 
others from taking you for granted; 
they think you would resent familiarity 
or too friendly an approach, although 
this is not necessarily so at all. You 
will not lean much toward bright colors 
or loose styles in dress, but will prefer 
snappy, tailor-made styles which avoid 
the bizarre and are designed for neatness 
and utility. You may, however, aim for 
individual styling and originality. Like 
the figure 1, you have an erect carriage 
and may be above medium height. 

Impression—2. Your appearance im- 
presses strangers as being cooperative, 
anxious to please, companionable and de- 
sirous of promoting harmony. You will 
find it a little difficult to keep your ap- 
pearance neat and tidy even should you 
wish to do so. Little things in your 
dress and appearance are often wrong; 
hair will not stay tidy, or hats and ties 
in place. Try to correct a nervousness 
in your manner and choose clothes that 
add color and neatness to your person- 
ality. 

Impression—3. This number is usually 
the sign of a very attractive personality, 
face, figure and general appearance. If 
this is not physically so, the number 
adds an alertness, brightness, attractive- 
ness to your manner which enables you 
to make friends on early acquaintance. 
You should show good taste in dress, 
using just enough color and style to be 
right. without being over dressed. Your 
manner is genial, friendly, interested in 
what is going on around you. 

Impression—4. Your general appear- 
ance is of a practical nature. You may 
be of medium height or a little less. You 
are not likely to be wearing brilliant 
colors or up-to-the-minute styles. You 
dress for comfort and practical con- 
venience, and if you are more deeply 
interested in style, will find tailor made 
suits becoming to your personality. You 
give the impression of being a sensible, 
energetic individual, ready to go into 
action. 
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Impression—5. In your general ap- 
pearance you are inclined to be young 
and gay, youthful and original in dress. 
You may overdo and not always har- 
monize your color schemes and may 
strike a note that draws not always fa- 
vorable attention. If a man, you may 
prefer tweeds, rougher materials, sport 
clothes. As the physique of the 5 is not 
often on the tall or large size, but can 
be delicate or on the short and stocky 
side, whims cannot be followed too often 
in the choice of dress. 

Impression—6. There is a roundness, 
a comfortable look to your physical per- 
sonality. You impress strangers with a 
quiet, deliberate vibration as if you could 
not easily be disturbed. You encourage 
the trust and dependence of others. Your 
dress will be neat, colorful and harmoni- 
ous in style as if it was bought for com- 
fort and use rather than for show. You 
unconsciously emanate a genial, kindly 
but rather serious interest in others and 
the things going on around you, and you 
may not look like too much fun. 

Impression—7. You impress strangers 
as being rather detached, disinterested, 
preoccupied and not too easy to become 
friendly with. This impression may 
change when others know you better, but 
there will always be refinement in your 
manner and dress. Quiet colors will be 
chosen; black or dark shades should be 
preferred, for there is no effort to attract 
attention or to find yourself standing out 
in any crowd except perhaps for cleanli- 
ness and tidiness. Oriental colors and 
old style jewelry may often be found 
befitting to your personality. You will 
choose expensive materials but may be a 
little indifferent to up-to-the-minute style. 

Impression—8. There is likely to he 
a note of firmness and strength reflected 
in your manner and physique. There 
may be a little heaviness, which should 
not be accentuated by use of the heavier 
materials. You are likely to be severe in 
your style of dress and even if a woman, 
will lean to the tailor made and somewhat 
masculine styles. Flimsy materials are 
unlikely to be much used, for uncon- 
sciously you lean to the serviceable, ex- 
pensive but practical, in clothes. 

Impression—9. As with the 8, there 
is often a tendency to bigness of form, 
although with the 9 there is likely to be 
more fleshiness. Large heads and a physi- 





cal personality. that impresses others 
with importance is not unusual in both 
instances. It is not always easy to keep 
the details of dress in line, but you will 
not favor the more severe styles, leaning 
to the woolly, softer materials. You can 
learn how to wear ‘odd pieces of dress 
artistically and have their styles and 
colors harmonize. 

Finally, for the benefit of those read- 
ers who have not, up to now, followed 
this series of Articles, I would like to 
repeat that in measuring the consonants 
in the names which were given to you 
at birth and thus finding the impression 
number, extract the consonants from 
the alphabet and number them before 
adding as per following table of values.

MARKEB—27° 48’ Virgo: Constel- 
lation Argo Navis. 

Please do not confuse with Markab, 
star of. destiny in 22° Pisces; Markeb is 
something to welcome in your horo- 
scope, when in conjunction with your 
natal Sun (September 21st or 22nd) or 
with any benefic planet. 

Its Jupiterian attributes manifest usu- 
ally in patronage and well-timed oppor- 
tunities and a sustained success in a 
chosen field of endeavor. Paul Muni 
(September 22nd); Frederick Kesler, 
architect (Stpt. 22nd), and the “drafted 
under protest” Prime Minister of Japan, 
Shigeru Yoshida (Sept. 22nd), are ex- 
amples. 

No first magnitude stars grace the 
sign of the Virgin. Its background is 
formed by the constellations: the Lion, 
the tail:of the Great Bear, the Cup, the 
Virgin and Argo Navis.

CHART CLUES TO HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT 


S cence has shown us that each 
human being develops in accordance 
with the laws governing all plant and 
animal life above the level where sexual 
reproduction begins. It has shown us 
how sexual reproduction is necessary for 
rapid evolution as the combination and 
reassortment of hereditary qualities 
bring great variation into the numbers 
of any species. “L-volution depends upon 
variation, and the more variation the 
more the evolution.” Science now con- 
cludes that the entire human race has 
sprung from a single origin as the genes 
which produces hereditary traits are 
present in all parts of the globe, varying 
in the proportions found in one place or 
another but all present in all groups of 
people. One example is the inheritance 
of the four main blood groups which 
are shared by all human beings. Dunn 
states that in every race the O, A, B and 
AB types are found, with O and A most 
common, In Europe “about ’40 to 50 
per cent of persons are of group QO. 
about the same proportion of group A 
and 3 to 7 per cent of groups B and AB. 
As we move eastward in Europe groups 
B and AB become commoner and O and 
A diminish correspondingly until among 
Russians and Poles abou 30 per cent of 
the population are B and AB. Crossing 
into Asia we find still higher proportions 
RB. Africans vary in blood group fre 
quencies about as much as Europeans 
do, while American Indian groups differ 
a great deal among themselves, most of 


them showing high frequencies of O, 


some of A, with few B and AB.” He 
makes the point that any individual re- 
quiring a blood transfusion may _ be 
saved by the blood of his own type from 
a donor of alien race though he would 
be killed by a transfusion from a 
brother or sister of a different blood 
group. The new definition states that: 
“Races are populations which differ in 
the relative commonness of some of 
their genes.” 

There is nothing startling to us in this 
new scientific concept of the human race 
as a unity, Astrology has always taught 
that all mankind, together with all living

entities, obeys universal laws. We in 
terpret these laws and apply them in ac 
cordance with our knowledge and abil 
itv. We do not pretend to know whether 
any horoscope belongs to an American 
or a Chinese, to a horse or a dog, a ship 
or the beginning of a creative activity— 
it is simply the pattern of an existence 
in space-time which must be interpreted 
in terms of the individual life span 
stamped by the moment of its birth. The 
skeptical might take a good look at the 
horoscopes of the Titanic and the Lusi- 
tania, or call to mind the ill-fated trans 
atlantic airship Hindenburg, which 
crashed in flames when it sprung a leak 
of its inflammable hydrogen gas. No 
astrologer would wish to captain this 
craft launched with the Sun conjunct 
Saturn in the house of death, opposed 
by Neptune, semisquared by Uranus and 
aided by no good aspect. 

We do not have sharp and definite 
astrological rules concerning heredity. 
partly because the science of genetics has 
developed since the early 1900’s. We do 
have considerable information which 
should be collected into useful form as 
a point of departure into this practically 
unknown field awaiting research. For 
instance, some astrologer having access 
to records of blood type and of birth 
data could work out the correlation be- 
tween the physical and astrological 
types. Whether the Ascendant, Sun. 
Moon, planet Jupiter or the elements 
and triplicities are involved would be the 
first question; the factors once found 
could then be traced through family 
groups to show the hereditary trends in- 
volved. We have had to concentrate on 
the interpretation of character which de- 
termines destiny; those who come for 
help must be shown the past in which 
present difficulties have grown roots or 
future opportunities are coming to 


Hower. It has made little difference from 
what ancestor a fault or a virtue has 
been inherited, even where records have 
(rarely) been available. 

There are few statements by astro- 
logical writers concerning heredity and 
environment. The Sun has often been 
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regarded as the hereditary endowment, 
the Moon the physical form derived 
from the mother. The Ascendant, repre- 
senting as it does the physical body 
through which all the forces of the life 
must manifest, has. also been spoken of 
as the inherited pattern. Actually, if we 
accept the modern scientific view of in- 
herited characteristics determined at the 
time of conception by the combination 
of the twenty-four pairs of chromosomes 
contributed equally by the father and 
mother and immediately beginning to in- 
teract with uterine environment, we must 
accept the horoscope as an integration 
of hereditary and environmental forces 
developed at birth to the point of in- 
dividual and independent functioning. 

We do know that there is a powerful 
link between the Moon anf the type of 
physical body conceived at any time, for 
the position of the Moon at the time of 
conception becomes the ascendant or 
descendant of the horoscope of birth. 
We also know that woman is fertile at 
the point of her periodic cycle which 
corresponds to the New Moon and that 
her reproductive capacity is greatly in- 
fluenced by the position and aspects of 
her progressed Moon as well as of her 
natal Moon. We would need much more 
evidence than is now available to form 
a valid opinion on the correctness of the 
old idea that the Sun represents quali- 
ties derived from the father. 

We do not have any well known col- 
lections of charts representing complete 
family groups over a period of years. 
This is another research project which 
should attract both students and expert 
astrologers. The great difficulty lies ip 
obtaining correct chart data, including 
the exact or closely approximate time of 
birth. The royal families of the past have 
provided most of the known (but incom- 
plete) chart series and these have shown 
a definite and demonstrable hereditary 
trend, as do the privately made collec- 
tions of family charts owned by individ- 
ual astrologers who have been interested 
enough in searching for the keys to 
heredity to utilize the limited and par- 
tially reliable sources lying close to hand. 
We can be sure of the birth data for 
each of our own children but how many 
of us know the correct birth dates, let 
alone birth times, for all four of our 
grandparents? And back of that, how 
many of us could accurately count the 





saints. and horse-thieves hidden behind 
our family trees? 

We can count upon signs running in 
families for generations and upon 
various aspects coming out time and 
time again. Carter states that: “it cannot 
be doubted that any part of the nativity 
may represent an inherited trait, and 
the examination of the nativities of 
members of the same family confirms 
this. In a case known to the writer the 
father and his three sons, and six out of 
ten grandchildren, had Saturn in either 
Aries or Cancer. It is also frequently 
found that the same sign is prominent in 
the great majority of the horoscopes of 
a family, containing as a rule one of 
the Lights or the Ascendant.” We might 
mention the prominence of the sign Sag- 
ittarius and the planet Jupiter in the 
royal family of England; the sign 
Gemini has also been heavily tenanted 
in some of these charts. Usually we find 
a set of two or three signs prominent in 
a family, with each member having at 
least two of them accented as the lights 
or ascendant. For instance a man with 
Sun in Aquarius, Moon in Virgo and 
Scorpio ascending and a women with 
Sun also in Aquarius, Moon rising in 
ascendant Pisces produced six children, 
typed as follows: Sun and Moon in 
Taurus, Pisces rising; Sun in Pisces, 
Moon in Aquarius, Scorpio rising; Sun 
in Taurus, Moon rising in Capricorn; 
Sun in Virgo, Moon in Capricorn, 
Cancer rising; Sun in Pisces, Moon in 
Capricorn, Libra rising; Sun in Capri- 
corn, Moon in Aries, Pisces rising. The 
sign Aquarius reappears in some of their 
grandchildren, while the Moon in Cap 
ricorn continues to be accented in them. 
From the standpoint of hereditary as- 
pects, we find four of these six children 
having Venus conjunct Mercury like 
the mother, three of the six having Mars 
afflicting the Moon. One son and three 
grandsons repeat the father’s Sun af- 
flicted by Saturn and Uranus. 

Thousands of years ago Jehovah said 
that he would visit the sins of the 
fathers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation. An understand- 
ing of heredity shows us how defects are 
indeed carried through the generations. 
Weakness may be concealed as a reces- 
sive trait only to crop out when united 
with another line carrying the - same

quently in the Daily, Weekly or Yearly 
guides, and from some letters we've re- 
ceived, the implications are misunder- 
stood. One reader seemed to think we 
were counselling married couples to go 
out and seek extra-curricular experience. 
Lack of space, especially in the Daily 
Guides, prevents covering all the ramifi- 
cations of any term. Romance, as it is 
used astrologically, does not disappear 
when one marries. For those eligible, it 
can signify meeting an attractive indi- 
vidual or a particularly happy date. With 
married people it can mean one of those 
times when your husband (or wife) sud- 
denly looks at you without connecting 
you with all the cares of daily life and 
discovers you are still the charming girl 
(or man) he or she married. You may go 
out on what is now an unusual evening 
together and recapture some of the ad- 
venture and romance of your sweetheart 
days; or “Dad” may arrive home some- 
what sheepishly with a present for you, 
or a new hat or dress may make him re- 
alize how youthful you still are, or a 
little extra effort to please him may re- 
call to him your really deep affection for 
him. An old song or snapshot may set 
vou to reminiscing over your courtship 
days. Watch for, or seek to renew, these 
little continuing evidences of “romance” 
in your life on days when the Daily Guide 
gives the Sun as ruler (and the reading 
s favorable), and also if you know your 
vn chart or solar houses when Mars or 
enus transits your 5th house. If vou 
don’t use an ephemeris, you can deter- 
mine this from the Transits given every 
month under that title.

Did you ever keep track of your sleep- 
less or restless nights? Hindsight would 
probably prove that there were afflictions 
to or from transiting planets (or the 
Moon) in vour 8th or 12th natal (or 
solar) houses. These are “inner” houses, 


and stimulation stirs the unconscious, or 
in the case of the 8th, brings on the re- 
capitulation of problems troubling you. 
tv the same token, favorable aspects to 
or from these houses can bring the solu- 


/ 
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tion of problems in sleep or dreams, or 
clarification of them thru solitary anal- 
ysis of all factors involved. All of those 
interested in astrology, even those who 
have no wish to learn much about its 
method of interpretation, should learn at 
least their own solar houses. As a start, 
Aries’ 8th is Scorpio, 12th Pisces; Tau- 
rus 8th is Sagittarius, 12th Aries; Gem 
ini’s 8th is Capricorn, 12th Taurus ; Can- 
cer’s 8th is Aquarius, 12th Gemini; Leo's 
8th is Pisces, 12th Cancer; Virgo’s 8th 
is Aries, 12th Leo; Libra’s 8th is Tau- 
rus, 12th Virgo; Scorpio’s 8th is Gem- 
ini, 12th Libra; Sagittarius’ &th is Can- 
cer, 12th Scorpio; Capricorn’s 8th is 
Leo, 12th Sagittarius; Aquarius’ 8th is 
Virgo, 12th Capricorn; Pisces’ 8th is 
Libra, 12th Aquarius.

Our discussion ‘of the apparent con- 
nection of premature gray hair and Ura- 
nus in an angle of the chart has brought 
forth a gratifying number of replies, and 
we would like to take this method of 
thanking those who have submitted data. 
So far the data have borne out rather 
startlingly our hypothesis. After suffi- 
cient time has elapsed to allow all data 
to be in, we will analyze it and report in 
these columns. We would, however, like 
to make one thing clear. Our hypothesis 
was that people with premature gray hair 
have Uranus in an angle of the natal 
chart; but, as is true with many astrolog- 
ical statements, one must not deduce that 
the converse is true, i. e., that everyone 
with Uranus in an angle has premature 
gtay hair. This tendency to turn a state- 
ment around seems to be particularly rife 
with astrological students, and it is no 
more true than it would be in other fields 
—for instance, the statement that all peo- 
ple with measles have a rash certainly 
can’t be inverted to give the conclusion 
that all people with a rash have measles.

In these days of huge jackpots in 
radio prizes, the subject of “luck” takes 
on added interest for the astrological 
student. Unfortunately, here again we 
are usually stymied in gathering data 
that might serve as a scientifically re- 
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liable guide. However, most of us know 
people who are just plain tucky, and all 
our fine concepts of retribution, earned 
reward and so on don’t alter the fac: 
that some peopie are forever finding 
money or other articles, walking off 
with door or other prizes, receiving 
gifts, legacies and favors from the 
family and the world in general. Individ- 
uals who are essentially lucky in this 
way often have Jupiter in the 8th house 
of the natal chart; whether or not Jupi- 
ter is afflicted doesn’t seem to matter 
except in the degree of luck and in the 
spending of what is won, found or in- 
herited. When Jupiter transits through 
the 8th house, especially when well as- 
pected either by other transits or in reia- 
tion to natal planets—or better still, both 
—it often brings a temporarily lucky 
period. Also, where benefics, especially 
Jupiter, occupy the natal 8th house, 
transiting Jupiter in sextile or trine 
(particularly the trine) to these natal 
planets stimulates the basic quality of 
luck described above. We have recently 
seen a graphic example of the latter set- 
up—a 16-year old youngster winning 
three radio contests within the period 
of one month. All.were “best essay” con- 
tests, involving some degree of an ability 
to write; the child has Venus (ruler of 
the 5th house of self expression, the 6th 
of work and the 10th of profession) in 
the 3rd house (which rules among other 
things facility in speech and writing) in 
sextile aspect to the Moon in Gemini 
and to Saturn, so the writing factors are 
obviously strong. However, this present 
streak of unusual luck — unusual even 
for one with natal Jupiter in the 8th— 
measures to transiting Jupiter in Sagit- 
tarius on the Ascendant, trine natal 
Jupiter in the 8th, sextile three planets 
in the 2nd, and trine Uranus in the 4th. 
In one case, the radio announcement of 
the winners was made within a few 
minutes of a Moon-conjunct-Jupiter as- 
pect, the transiting Moon thus emphasiz- 
ing the aspects transiting Jupiter was 
making to the naial planets. The secone 
announcement came with the Moon ir 
Aries conjunct natal Uranus and exacth 
trine natal Jupiter in the 8th; the thirc 
winning was announced the following 
day when the Moon in Aries trined 
transiting Jupiter and sextiled the 2nd 
house planets. Students who have strug- 
gled with the old astrological problem of 





which is the more important—the hour a 
letter, application or such is mailed, the 
hour it is received, or the hour a de- 
cision on it ‘s made, might add the fore- 
going to their collection of data, for in 
each case, it was the radio announcemeni 
of the winners that coincided with lunar 
aspects that touched off the trines and 
sextiles currently being made by transit- 
ing Jupiter to natal Jupiter in the 8th 
and to other natal planets.

The jewels traditionally associated 
with Leo are ruby, diamond and car- 
buncle ; gold is particularly indicated for 
these children of the Sun. We would sug- 
gest the ruby for Leos born in July or 
August Ist; the carbuncle for those born 
Aug. 2nd to 13th, and the diamond for 
those born Aug. 13th to 23rd. 

Yellow is the predominant color for 
all Leos; we would add orange, gold, 
flame for those born July 23rd to Aug. 
2nd; cobalt blue and russet for those 
born Aug 2nd to 13th; tomato red, bright 
orange and coral for those born Aug. 
13th to 23rd. 

Virgo jewels all come in the semi- 
precious class, and probably many stones 
in this category now used could be added 
to the traditionaly jewels for the sign. 
Following the older writers, we suggest 
pink jasper and hyacynth for Virgos 
born Aug 23rd to Sept. 2nd; topaz and 
jade for those born Sept. 2nd to 13th; 
agate and aquamarine for those born 
Sept. 13th to 23rd. 


Grays and browns of all shades are 
particularly given to Virgo. To these we 
add pistachio green for those born in 
August or on Sept. Ist; violet for those 
born Sept. 2nd to 13th, and blue and 
rust for those born Sept. 13th to 23rd.

weakness. Science is willing to admit 
that instinct and intelligence are still the 
safest guides tc choosing a mate. As- 
trology gives the clearest answer to the 
question of what kind of children a cer- 
tain pair will produce. We look at the 
predominating signs in both families and 
at the 5th and 11th houses of both 
charts, for these influences will be 
carried down to the next generation. 
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Tue most important event of the 

The most important event of the 
month will be the International Confer- 
ence held at Luxemberg two days after 
the September 3 New Moon. This will 
be a conference of the World Move- 
ment for Federal World Government 
which will shape its strategy in the race 
against the war which looms ever closer. 
Already a number of serious thinkers 
agree that the United Nations must be 
modified so as to create a real World 
Government with power to enforce peace 
and end the wars which can now de- 
stroy civilization. 

The New Moon close to the M.C. in 
the 10th house dominates the chart at 
Luxemberg. Uranus in the 8th is in 
exact trine to Mars at the cusp of the 
12th; in close square to Mercury at the 
end of the 10th, and closely sextile Sat- 
urn at the end of the 9th. This group 
of powerful aspects to Uranus is a good 
augury for the meeting since statistical 
studies have shown that Uranus aspects 
are most frequent in the charts of in- 
ternational organizations. Its position in 
the 8th, with Mars at the 12th cusp, 
indicates that much of the best work 
will be done behind the scenes, while 
the Mercury square promises new ideas 
and fresh departures in thinking. There 
may be a slight tendency to overoptim- 
ism since Jupiter in the 2nd widely 
squares the Sun, i.e., more money will 
be needed than expected or estimated. 

Pluto’s presence in the 9th indicates 
the universalistic philosophy that will 
prevail, and the growth of it is prom- 
ised by the Jupiter trine to Pluto. All 
in all this is a fine chart. The month 


as a whole, with twice as many favor-

able aspects as adverse, promises to con- 
tinue the excellent trend that commenced 
in July. However, with Saturn at the 
end of the 9th the World Government 
Movement will be made aware of its 
great and grave responsibilities and must 
be ready to be realistic in their plan- 
ning. 
United States 

Constructive government action in the 
financial and general economic sphere 
can be expected this month (Uranus in 
10th at Washington at the lunation, trine 
Mars in 2nd). This may be a month 
in which the U.S. will take the initia- 
tive in many ways—all bodies rising ex- 
cept Jupiter in 4th, New Moon just 
above the Ascendant — and what the 
American people do will be significant. 
Indeed, they may be given to some queer 
and fancy thinking — Mercury widely 
conjunction Neptune in Ist, and square 
Uranus in 10th. These aspects to Mer- 
cury and the angularity of Uranus-Nep- 
tune indicate that new ideas may be agi- 
tating the public consciousness. With 
Mars square to Venus in the 11th there 
is liable to be a certain amount of frivol- 
ity and a lightminded attitude where 
money is concerned in the attainment 
of our objectives. All told, however, 
the chart is a good one. 

At the Full Moon of the 18th the 
same signs are on the angles. This plus 
the fact that only the rapidly moving 
bodies have changed their positions gives 
considerable continuity to the latter half 
of the month with the early half. Fur- 
thermore, this is generally true for all 
parts of the globe. With Uranus in the 
10th square the Sun in the Ist and 
Mo . is. the 7th there probably will be 
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a conflict over governmental matters and 
new departures. Since Jupiter in the 
4th makes the fourth arm of this Great 
Mutable Cross and this cross is angu- 
lar for the U.S., we may expect the con- 
flict and instability thus indicated to fo- 
cus in this country. In part this will 
no doubt involve the election campaign 
and is:...3 and the ideological battle of 
liberal with conservative. Mars, now in 
the 3rd, is square Pluto in the 12th and 
some undercover violence, smear cam- 
paign, and sniping may be expected in 
the weeks following. 

The close sextile of Saturn-Uranus 
promises continued rises in the values 
of securities and the markets, this being 
further aided by the applying trine of 
Jupiter to Saturn. People may try to 
work out some big ideas concerning our 
economic security—exact sextile of Mer- 
cury in 2nd to Jupiter in 4th. While 
Mars is zodiacally square Venus still— 
further lightmindedness—it .ic not mun- 
danely so and the. effect is weakened. As 
Mars is close to the place of the No- 
vember 1 Solar eclipse—which occurs 
the day before the National Election— 
there may be important election devel- 
opments at the time of this Full Moon 
or a few days before it. 

Since Saturn leaves Leo for Virgo 
right after the Full Moon there should 
be some improvement in the condition 
of the theatrical business and general 
entertainment field. This also may pre- 
sage important developments in the 
months ahead for the Labor movement 
—ruled by Virgo and with the first 5° 
of the Sign especially vital in this re- 
gard. This might hinge in turn on the 
election. 

Western Europe 

At the New Moon, which is in the 
10th at London and for Western Eu- 
rope, Saturn is at the M.C. This prom- 
ises a conservative tendency through the 
month for the governments of this area 
and an increase in their burdens. What 
we said about the forces operating at 
the Luxemberg international conference 
applies in a general way to all of West- 
ern Europe. 

At the London Full Moon Saturn, still 
in the 10th, is mundanely square to 
Mars just below the Ascendant. This 
looks like firework and a conflict of 
people vs. their governments — perhaps 








an aggressive protest against some form 
of regimentation. Jupiter in the 2nd, 
and exactly sextile Mercury in the 12th, 
is promising for financial gains which 
may be accomplished through private 
discussion and conferences. The Full 
Moon in the 5th, opposed by the Sun 
in the 11th, stresses national objectives 
and their dramatization, Venus and 
Pluto, in conjunction in the 9th; this 
may augur an attempt by the UN As- 
sembly, meeting in Paris in the latter 
part of the month, to put forward some 
further peace plan. In any case, it 
should make for diplomatic develop- 
ments in foreign affairs on a wide front. 
With Jupiter in the 2nd, economic mat- 
ters should gain ground as Western 
Europe with our help struggles out of 
her slough of despond. 


Eastern Europe and the Near East 

By now the worst of the crisis of 
birth may be over for the new state of 
Israel. In the New Moon chart for its 
capital Jupiter is at the Ascendant and 
this makes for an optimistic outlook 
and favorable developments for the har- 
ried people of Israel. Since Mars is-in 
the 10th there still may be a military 
problem for the government. Financial 
dealings with other states should be im- 
portant—Saturn, Pluto and Venus in 
8th. There will be burdens in this sphere 
(Saturn), but conditions should be help- 
ful (Jupiter trine and Uranus sextile to 
Saturn; Venus at 8th cusp). There may 
be some -changes, possibly sudden, in 
power alignments and alliances—Uranus 
angular in 7th. The lunation falls in the 
9th along with Mercury and Neptune 
so that a certain amount of inspiration- 
alism should color thinking about the 
foreign outlook. Indeed, with most plan- 
ets in the 7th, 8th and 9th, Israel will 
find relationships with other states and 
peoples stressed in several ways. 

The Full Moon chart is still more 
interesting for the Sun is at the M.C., 
opposite the Moon at the 4th cusp. Con- 
siderable stress is thus put on the re- 
lationship of the government to its base, 
i.e., the people and their popular sup- 
port. This same general pattern applies 
to the other states of the Near East and 
to those of Eastern Europe, i.e., the re- 
lationships of the governments to their 
peoples are accented in the latter half of 
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September. Although the Great Muta- 
ble Cross will create some tensions and 
instability, the fact that Jupiter is again 
in the Ist should make real gains pos- 
sible in this whole area. Mars in the 
the 11th is less powerfully accented than 
earlier in the month and its conflicts 
may be parliamentary rather than mili- 
tary, i.e, such as over financial deals 
with others—Mars square Venus in 8th. 


Russia and the Middle East 


Moscow also has Jupiter rising in the 
lst in both the New and Full Moon 
charts, and Uranus in the 7th. The 
people should be able to make advances 
with this although Uranus in the 7th 
makes for sudden changes and “breaks” 
with partners and allies. The most strik- 
ing feature of the New Moon pattern is 
the exact conjunction of Neptune to the 
M.C.—the Soviet government will prob- 
ably stress its socialist and collectivist 
ideology heavily. This is significant in 
that we may consider Neptune one of 
the two planets determining the nature 
of the Soviet Union. The other one, Sat- 
urn, gives to the Soviet brand of social- 
ism its materialist (Marxian) character. 
Indeed, when Neptune was discovered a 
century ago it was conjunction Saturn, 
and it was at that time that Marx formed 
the first-Communist Party. The chart at 
Moscow is similar to the Israel one. 
Thus, the 10th house Mars indicates that 
the Soviet government will be quite 
ready to engage in its usual ruthless co- 
ercive tactics. 

An important period for Stalin should 
be on its way. His natal Sun is in 
the last degree of Sagittarius. Uranus 
reached the opposition to this point in 
the latter part of August. At the Sep- 
tember Full Moon, the Full Moon in 
25%4° Pisces squares his natal Sun. In- 
deed, coupled with Uranus and his na- 
tal Sun, it makes a ‘Great Mutable Cross. 
This portends a period of conflict for 
his in the latter part of this month, one 
which temporarily underlines the impor- 
tance of the Uranus transit opposite his 
Sun which has now begun and which 
will last into 1949. He will be inclined 
to follow an independent policy under 
this influence; partnerships may not sur- 
vive it and developments will be sudden 
and unpredictable. All of this will be 
still more significant when Jupiter trans- 


its over his Sun later this Fall. This 
will be favorable for him and it is nota- 
ble that it will occur right after our 
national election. 


Central Asia and India 

At New Delhi the New Moon and 
all the planets, except Jupiter in the 
11th, are setting. This will tend to make 
developments hinge largely on the rela- 
tionships of other states and peoples to 
Hindustan. In both the New and Full 
Moon charts Saturn and Pluto are in 
the 7th and thus promise serious and 
wide political responsibilities in any part- 
nership arrangements that may be made. 
Saturn, which is well aspected, should 
give them permanence. The New Moon 
itself falls in the 7th and thus especially 
emphasizes such matters in the first half 
of the month. At the Full Moon the 
Sun is in the 8th and Moon in the 2nd 
so that economic agencies and financial 
affairs are stressed in the latter half of 
the month when overspending and wild 
speculativeness should be guarded against 
——Uranus in 5th and Jupiter in 11th 
squaring Sun and Moon. 

The economic developments of the lat- 
ter half of the month may be preceded 
by secret discussions, conferences and 
planning in the earlier half—Mercury- 
Neptune in 8th at New Moon. In the 
latter half of the month this thinking 
trend—Mercury-Neptune—shifts its in- 
fluence to foreign affairs (9th). Some 
small gains may be made in the vital 
sphere—to India— of public health and 
labor conditions this month (Venus in 
6th at lunation). In the latter part of 
September the government of Hindustan 
may engage in aggressive action which 
will endanger its peaceful relations with 
another state. We say this since Mars 
is right at the M.C. at the Full Moon 
and furthermore is square Venus in the 
7th house! 

Since Saturn leaves Leo right after 
the Full Moon this will be vital to both 
Hindustan and Pakistan which at their 
birth in August 1947 had so many bod- 
ies in their natal charts in Leo. Some 
of the heavy responsibilities of the tran- 
sition from British rule to self rule 
should now ease. However, Saturn now 


passes into the 2nd solar house of both 
states and this means that they will face 
greater economic problems; everything 
that supplies them will have to be earned 
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by hard work. Nevertheless, September 
should be a good month provided the 
government is not too aggressive or 
headstrong in the latter part of the 
month. 


Far East and Down Under 


With Uranus conjunct the 4th cusp 
for the New Moon at Nanking, China 
may be subject to rebellious uprisings 
this month. In addition, since Mercury 
is conjunct the 7th cusp, Uranus mun- 
danely squares Mercury. This should 
make for some new lines of thinking 
in China’s relationships with her allies 
of both a revolutionary and idealistic 
nature (Neptune in 7th widely conjunct 
Mercury ). Labor will be stressed—luna- 
tion and Saturn in 6th—and the condi- 
tions of labor and sanitation may pre- 
sent serious problems. Gain can be 
made in foreign policy since Jupiter is 
in the 9th in its own sign, Sagittarius. 
China may be inclined to a certain 
amount of emotional self-indulgence— 
Venus at 5th cusp square Mars in 7th. 
All in all, with all bodies oriental, China 
will have the direction of its affairs con- 
siderably determined by others. 

In the Full Moon chart with Jupiter 
at the M.C., the government is favored 
to gain prestige in the latter part of the 
month, Saturn is still in the 6th while 
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Venus and Pluto, in conjunction, now 
straddle the 6th cusp. Thus, while serv- 
ice and health conditions may still be 
trying, ameliorative measures to improve 
the overall situation may be taken. Mars 
in the 8th indicates that hidden conflicts 
over financial deals may embarrass any 
attempted improvement of health and 
labor conditions (Mars square Venus), 
The sole body rising, the Moon in the 
Ist, is underlined by reason of its single- 
ton character; the people of China will 
be inclined to take the initiative due to 
the conditions confronting them. Indeed, 
the Great Mutable Cross is angular for 
China and the people’s desires in con- 
nection with allies (Moon in Ist; Sun 
in 7th) are running at cross-purposes 
with the conservative government’s 
struggle with dissident groups (Jupiter 
at M.C. opposite Uranus in 4th). 


South and Central America 


The same Cross appears to be espe- 
cially significant for Argentina in the 
Full Moon chart at Buenos Aires where 
Uranus is at the M.C. opposite Jupiter 
near 4th cusp, with the Sun just below 
the Ascendant opposite the Moon just 
above the 7th cusp. This sharpens the 
somewhat similar earlier New Moon 
configuration where Uranus was also 
at the M.C. and where the wide Mer- 
cury-Neptune conjunction. straddled the 
Ascendant. The total effect is one of 
revolutionary changes initiated by the 
Peronista government, especially in the 
first half of the month, which meet con- 
servative opposition in the latter half. 

The people may be rather aggressive 
early in the month since Mars at the 
lunation is rising in the Ist. As it squares 
Venus in the 11th this may indicate a 
certain lack of seriousness about national 
objectives. In the latter part of the 
month the Venus-Mars square shifts to 
the 12th-2nd houses and therefore na- 
tional economic matters may be taken 
very selfishly even though Argentina’s 
financial situation is daily worsening. 
Wtih Saturn in the 12th in both charts 
a certain amount of isolationism may be 
notable this month, this being especially 
true in the early part of the month, when 
the lunation is also in the 12th. All in 
all, it would appear that the “radical” 
Peronista government may make the 
news this month in Argentina.

ANSWER: Saturn returned to its 
radical position in your chart this year. 
which is always an important time, With 
natal Saturn in Leo, your problem re 
lates to children and, as it is in your 
second house, to financial matters. 

Your progressed Moon is in Aquarius, 
the sign that holds your eighth house 
Uranus, therefore it would be inadvis- 
able to rely too much upon anyone, par- 
ticularly your erstwhile marriage part- 
ner, especially at this period of your life.

freighted as it is with 
a sense of necessity, 
of having the reins of direction taken 
from you, and most of all, the heavy, 
uneasy recoguition of what others expect 
of you whic1 you feel bound, perhaps 
resentfully, t+ try to fulfill, is often what 
makes the events of a Saturn-on-the-Sun 
period seem nore drastic than they really 
are. It is this attitude that you must be 
analytically on guard against this year, for 
it is the enemy who can rob you of the will 
or courage to use the initiative and excel- 
lent promise otherwise implicit in the 
breaking up of old circumstantial patterns. 
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Events take many forms in cyclic peri- 
ods. Marriage, or developments in the 
mbarital relationship, are frequent, and 
are especially to be expected this year 
when new emotional experience is em- 
phasized by other planetary positions.

The elimina- 
tion system should be kept clear at all 
times, and a doctor consulted at the first 
sign of inflammatory or spastic condi- 
tions of the colon. Colds are often fre- 
quent, as is intestinal flu. Your best 
course is to have a complete physical 
check-up early in September ; you'll prob-

able to keep over your emotional re- 
actions, the less trouble you’ll have with 
physical disabilities. 

Virgo natives born in August of any 
year are much more likely to experience 
drastic changes this year than the Sep- 
tember-born; however, it is not pos- 
sible to hold indications of a cyclic peri- 
od such as this down to conventional 
limitations, and Virgos born in Septem- 
ber would do well to make the decisions 
and lay the groundwork for changes 
they wish to make within the coming 
two years.

Pian of Action 


New plans and those that have been 
developing since June-July should be ini- 
tiated: by late November.

conjoined on the Ninth house node. Pos- 
sibly, the matter had been under consid- 
eration from the time of the Jupiter- 
Saturn conjunctions of 1940-41, for 
these two planets affect all far-reaching 
changes in governments and also in reli- 
gion. In fact we may trace many of the 
gyrations in foreign policy made by Czar 
Alexander I in the early part of the 19th 
century to the fact that the Jupiter- 
Saturn conjunction ot 1802 came in at 
4:56 Virgo in opposition to Pluto in 
Pisces, affecting the Ninth and Third 
houses of the Russian chart, and so 
affecting al! matters relating to treaties, 
neighbors and foreign affairs. 

Before we close this article let us note 
Pluto in the Fourth house of the Rus- 
sian chart. It seems to portray the in- 
numerable times in Russian history when 
their territory has been ravaged by other 
nations. Novgorod and Kiev were 
burned to the ground more than once, so 
that in time Moscow was made the capi- 
tal, yet Moscow has been sacked, burned, 
or pillaged by foes many times in the 
country’s stormy history, notably in 
1236, 1293, 1368, 1370, 1372, 1382. 1409, 
1536, 1571, 1609, and ther finally it was 
burned during Napoleon's visit, Septem- 
ber 16-18, 1812. At the latter date the 
Sun, Mars and Mercury were in Virgo 
while Pluto was :n opposition from 
about 18 degrees Pisces, again setting 
off the sensitive degree of the Ninth 
house. The transiting Saturn was in 
early Capricorn opposing the radical 
Sun and Saturn. Uranus transited the 
Twelfth house in Scorpio making a 
square to Neptune in Aquarius. Neptune 
was in the First house at 11 degrees 
Sagittarius in square to the nodes.

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Message of the Stars 
September, 1948 


W ITH the transit of Uranus into 
Cancer on August 30th and Saturn into 
Virgo on Sept. 18th, while Mercury, 
Mars, Venus also change signs and all 
planets are direct in motion, outstanding 
developments may be expected to lay the 
groundwork for future labors, skills, tal- 
ents, or progress through constructive or 
restrictive and apparently desiructive 
phases. 

Uranus only reaches 0:34 degrees of 
Cancer this fall, turning retrograde on 
Oct. 6th and reentering Gemini on Nov. 
12th, where it will remain until June 
10, 1949. However this short period in 
1948 may lift the drain on nervous pow- 
ers that has especially afflicted the mu- 
table signs in the last few years; the 
concentration being especially upon 
Gemini nations or natives but the oppo- 
sition to Sagittarius and squares to Vir- 
go and Pisces also had highly explosive 
tendencies. This iconoclastic penetration 
of Uranus now comes to a focus on the 
cardinal signs—the actual transit, and 
ploughing, of Cancer, opposition to Cap- 
ricorn and square to Libra and Aries. 
And possibly the first reaction of this 
impact will be to make feelings and emo- 
tions more sensitive than usual. As Can- 
cer is ruled by the Moon and is “at 
home” in the 4th house, all the implica- 
tions of basic principles may be under 
fire or in process of reconstruction. Any 
article that comes from the earth—such 
as food, metals, oils (or dependence on 
those sources for life or livelihood) : 
homes, real estate, average business or 
private affairs, may have a great shift of 
balance in the next seven years. The 
Cancer nature has a shell of reserve, but 
they are really quite independent, and 
even when they seem timid can whip up 
enough courage, ability, insight into mo- 
tives, acts, dramatic excitement and 
aplomb to steal the show. They have 
enough prudence and caution to be cap- 
able in public movements, business, poli- 
tics; and in spite of ups and downs 
nearly always rise in life. Actually they 
do not mind the “downs” so much, for

Cancer person or nation can take hold 
of situations, working with remarkable 
knowledge and fortitude to gain a 
stronger and higher place on the ladder. 
Finances are nearly always jeopardized 
through heart interests — family, chil- 
dren, romance, amusements, desires, 
putting up a front, gambles, etc. (Leo in 
the 2nd house). The bodily weaknesses 
may show in chest, stomach or rheu- 
matic troubles with a tendency to acci- 
dents particularly in travel or falls. The 
variations to the 4th house conditions or 
Cancer reactions may be especially revo- 
lutionary after the summer of 1949. 
Uranus will leave Cancer in the fall of 
1955. 

Saturn entering Virgo should aid in 
the establishment of serious changes in 
all 6th house matters. These relate to la- 
bor, employment, industry, the armed 
services, food, medicine, the scientific 
analytical approach, and a new order of 
justice that may seem very severe after 
the long era of “progressive” individual- 
ism that has permeated the nation. The 
great tendency to travel, migration, in- 
cessant movement of large numbers of 
people covering the past few years will 
probably be curtailed to a large extent 
during this transit. Saturn here might 
indicate intestinal, digestive and skin 
troubles. 

The transits tor September show two 
conjunctions. The first is Mercury to 
Neptune when very peculiar deals may 
be manipulated, signed and sealed be- 
fore the facts are evident. The second is 
Venus conjunct Pluto at the Fall Equi- 
nox. As Venus transits in square of 
Mars all month, this Venusian-Plutonian 
jointure may jolt finances, prices, part- 
nership agreements, all sorts of rela- 
tionships in public or private life, earn- 
ings, division of profits. Large size 
ambitions (personal, national, interna- 
tional) may be fought tooth and nail. 
Accidents may be sudden and severe all 
autumn. 

At the New Moon of the 3rd the luna- 
tion is in the 12th house of that chart, 
as is Saturn which will leave Leo in two 
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weeks. Virgo rises, with Mercury (the 
ruler) in the Ist house. Mercury is close 
to the conjunction of Neptune but today 
squares Uranus in the 10th. Jupiter is in 
the 4th, which puts these three planets 
in angular houses and all “afflicted ;” so 
strife, arguments, battles over procedure, 
rules, laws, labor, prices, wages, income 
or outgo could contribute to an ebb and 
flow of crises with a basic shakeup be- 
fore the end of the month. However 
Mars in the 2nd is trine Uranus, so cur- 
rent finances, fluid assets, joint interests, 
could be surprisingly good, although 
what Mars does with the money after he 
gets it is anybody’s guess—it usually 
goes and goes fast. Social life seems 
dull, being in the transition stage. The 
foreign situation may be more involved 
and difficult to adjust than is apparent, 
and may be explosive. 

The Full Moon spotlights the Moon in 
Pisces in the 7th house of that chart. 
Again Virgo rises and again Jupiter is 
in the 4th, at this time sextile Mercury 
in the 2nd house. Basic changes, devel- 
opments, beginnings, growth, especially 
affecting finances, long-term investments, 
international relations, loans, aid, sup- 
plies, should be ably adjusted, settled 
and operated. Nevertheless there could 
be cries of anguish over some phase of 
foreign aid or propaganda and diplomacy 
may suffer some indignity as Venus 
squares Mars from the llth to 3rd 
houses. Love affairs may not be so com- 
patible generally, but older persons could 
be swept into romance and the working 
environment bloom with fascinations one 
never suspected before. 

At the Fall Equinox on Sept. 22nd all 
the planets are below the horizon with 
the Sun in the 4th house square the ris- 
ing Uranus. Venus is conjunct Pluto in 
the 3rd and both square Mars at the 
cusp of the 6th. The Moon is secreted in 
the 12th, moving to square Saturn at the 
IC. This is a rowdy chart and could be 
riotous. An abrupt change of direction 
in prices, income, employment, the 
amusement world, may take place in the 
coming three months. Alliances—person- 
al, public or international—may be 
broken. Slow procedure may be trying, 
but much better than dashing madly over 
a precipice. In any case a whole new 
cycle gets under way with intermittent 
cyclonic pressure in domestic affairs, no- 
tably politics, finances, public relations.: 


Romance may suffer reverses and social 
life be rashly diverting. Yet foreign ac- 
tivities may greatly benefit under this 
change of direction. 


NEW MOON 
Sept. 1 to 10 

A week when impending changes may 
be fought or furthered under unusual 
circumstances. The Ist couldsbe fortunate 
if used to adjust, promote and settle pub- 
lic, business or personal plans, ventures. 
Mercury semi-sextiles Saturn on the 2nd, 
also a favorable time for long-term de- 
ciSions, labors, gains. Finances repay 
attention. The New Moon of the 3rd 
could bring a show-down or storm over 
leadership, drastic statements, ultima 
tums, furious changes or raging nerves 
as Mercury semi-sextiles Mars and 
squares Uranus while Mars trines 
Uranus; also Mercury moves into Libra 
and Mars into Scorpio. A new setup af- 
fecting prices, wages, income, business 
associations may be effective or in 
process. The victors in any battle would 
be those prepared for and skilled in ac- 
tion rather than shouting irom the 
housetops. On the 4th the Sun semi-sex- 
tiles Neptune, indicating hidden sources 
of supply opening, but further outcries 
and explosions. The 5th should be pleas- 
ant and profitable. The month-long an- 
tagonism between Venus and Mars could 
show up on the 6th; this chiefly concerns 
love and money, rivals, competitors, pro- 
fessional jealousy, conceit, secrets, dom- 
ination. Venus semi-sextile Saturn on 
this day could add a touch of gloom to 
winner or loser. Demands, pride, ag- 
gression, could be prominent on the 7th. 
Venus moving into Leo on the 8th senti- 
sextiles Uranus, Mercury parallels Nep- 
tune, Sun semi-sextiles Pluto and Mars 
parallels Saturn. There is a lot of smoke 
in this pattern and perhaps some fire, 
literal. or figurative; also intrigues and 
ambuscades, but chances to gain on a 
big scale. The 9th emphasizes great 
chances to gain. 


FIRST QUARTER 

Sept. 10 to 18 
Various culminations this week may 
especially affect finances leading to fu- 
ture reactions and a less fluid position. 
However there should be a widening 
scope for larger opportunity in business 
advancement. The Sun parallel Mercury 
on the 10th and Mercury conjunct Nep- 
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tune on the 11th point to agreements, 
contracts, beginnings, of plans or proj- 
ects, associations, marriages, that could 
bring public response and approval, but 
will probably face adverse winds from 
conservative sources; any transaction 
may be very involved or entirely differ- 
ent from its public “face.” Careers can 
be advanced on the 12th with logical ap- 
peal. On thé 13th with the Sun square 
Jupiter, basic supplies (even health, jobs, 
food) may be hard hit, also criticism and 
loss may be felt in labor, finances, travel, 
or miscalculation and poor judgment 
lead to a later smash.

FULL MOON 
Sept. 18 to 26 


Saturn enters Virgo at the Full Moon 
of the 18th and Mercury sextiles Jupiter. 
The ability to plan and execute should 
be strong with special emphasis on pro- 
duction, investment of energy, time, 
money, in remunerative fields. Foreign 
affairs, partnerships, marriages, career, 
may command attention and good for- 
tune. Advances on the 19th may be veri- 
fied on the 20th with Venus sextile Nep- 
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tune and parallel Mars, although arro- 
gance and coercion could ditch any pro- 
gram and catch-phrases could undo the 
hoped-for gains. Propaganda can trap 
the unwary. Money in any form should 
be stressed beneficially on the 21st as 
Mars is semi-sextile Neptune, with joint 
arrangements or adjustments to the 
fore; buying and selling should move 
fast.

Mercury 


Ix mythology Hermes, or Mercurius, 
was called the “messenger of the Gods,” 
patron of commerce and travel, with 
wings on his feet and on his helmet, and 
in his hand carrying the herald’s staff, 
the Caduceus, depicting swiftness of 
thought and speed in action. 

The glyph of Mercury combines 
the three parts of planetary symbolism, 
namely the circle, half-circle and the 
cross, representing the individuality and 
personality united through the link of 
mind—the three-fold principle of man— 


_ body, spirit, intellect. 


Mercury, the light-bringer, is the 
planet nearest to the Sun, and never 
more than 28 degrees distant from it. 

In nature Mercury is neutral or vari- 
able, being but an intermediary for the 
manifestation of the other planets; and 
unless it is aspected, whether favorably 
or otherwise, the Ego may have difficulty 
in expressing his feelings or his mind. 

Mercury governs the positive common 
sign, Gemini, and the negative common 
sign, Virgo, in which latter it is also ex- 
alted or intensified in potency, through 
all gradations from the keenest intellec- 
tuality to petty trivialities and picay- 
unity. 

All children, but the Mercurial ones 
especially, should early be trained in 
mental discipline, establishing good hab- 
its of order, system and self-control in 
thought and action. For Mercury is pe- 
culiarly a waster of time and energy, 
frittering away precious hours and years 
in a confused or muddled search for 
mental-emotional satisfaction, or the re- 
alization of an ideal. 

An Old Norse saying goes like this: 
“Complain not of Time, or Time will 
complain of thee, that thou hast wasted 
it.” 

It is one thing to possess excellent 
mental faculties, but quite another to use 
them to good ends. An astute mind is 
not evidence of pure motives. Nor does 
a brilliantly aspected Mercury always 
signify great achievements. There must 
be complementary testimonies through 
other planets to substantiate such in a 
chart.

“Detrimental to reason” is a term 
used in some text-books when Mercury 
is retrograde, combust or rises after the 
Sun, But we question this, or that a re- 
trograde Mercury implies a poor, dull 
Or unsound reasoning mind, as only in 
rare cases is this actually so. Many 
gifted people nave a retrograde or slow- 
moving Mercury. It rather inclines to 
composure, reflection, ability to concen- 
trate—as in creative thinking—and to 
work unhurriedly; perhaps it seems to 
make one more deliberate and slower in 
making up his mind. 

“Combust” means scorching or burn- 
ing up. This happens when a planet is 
closer then three or four degrees to the 
Sun, whose light-rays may destroy or 
weaken the qualities of whatever planet 
it is closely conjunct. Especially is this 
so with Mercury, but only in a time of 
emotional stress, when the native may 
easily become confused, lose his balance 
or “fly off the handle.” If Mercury is 
otherwise well fortified the person may 
be normal in every way. 

Mercury “behind the Sun,” i.e., in a 
higher degree than the Sun or in the 
following sign, does not of itself impair 
the reasoning faculty, but it may make 
the person indiscreet, lacking fore- 
thought or foresight. The torch of rea- 
son, Mercury, is behind the Ego; this 
native may “walk in the dark” and must 
learn his lessons by experience, often 
hard and bitter. “Jumping to conclu- 
sions” is a failing of a quick, but behind- 
the-Sun Mercury. However, it is very 
good for concentration, or cumulative 
efforts. 

To reiterate: Mercury is the indica- 
tor, the basic factor which “sets the 
tone” in mental development; other 
planets are the outlet. If there is no 
outlet in normal achievement, the af- 
flicted Mercury native may turn to 
crime. 

We note a few expressions of Mer- 
cury in afflicting aspects to other planets. 
Mercury can never make any natal as- 
pect to the Sun except the parallel and 
conjunction. To Venus it can only form

Mercury in affliction to Mars: impul- 
sive, egotistic, sharp, sarcastic. 

Mercury afflicted by Uranus: hyper- 
sensitive, jumpy, erratic, defiant. 

Mercury afflicted by Mars and 
Uranus: explosive sentimentality, un- 
controlled rage; acts before thinking. 

Mercury afflicted by Mars and Nep- 
tune: fantastic dreamer, wants to be a 
hero; seeks outlet in the footlights, the 
dramatic, or in crime; if the latter, may 
brag about it, enjoying publicity as a 
criminal. 

Mercury afflicted by Saturn and Nep- 
tune: sly and cunning; can be very de- 
pressing; for instance, sensational sui- 
cides may Occur under this aspect. 

Mercury in affliction to Saturn plus 
Sun: may indicate physical defects, re- 
late to a mental twist, or the nature may 
be very serious and attract too burden- 
some responsibilities, or the native may 
deny himself. 

Mercury conjunct Mars: agitation, ir- 
ritability, violence; a quick, versatile 
mind. 

Mercury trine Mars: in air signs, as 
in Fig. 15, shows a cheerful person, en- 
joying practical jokes, a good story- 
teller, one who has a diversity of inter- 
ests, various hobbies, and a keen sense 
of humor. “A situation that is tense is 
often saved by common sense.” 

Mercury and Saturn in good aspect: 
gives an excellent memory. and caution. 

Mars afflicting Mercury may point to 
a physical impediment in speech (Mer- 
cury rules the tongue).

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Market Perspective 
September, 1948 


Tue broad pattern in the expansion 
of industrialism during the past hundred 
years—since the 1840’s—is a series of 
business exploitation rotations: a latent 
need was exploited by private capital 
until it became a public necessity. When 
business attains public necessity status, 
restrictive measures and tax demands 
inexorably freeze out private capital and 
profits. From canals to railroads, from 
gaslights to electric power, from tele- 
graph to the telephone, this pattern of 
private development to public exploita- 
tion rotates. This month the beginning 
of another long term series of rotations 
is marked to proceed in this pattern. Re- 
cently, Uranus has been in Gemini in 
trine to Neptune in Libra, with Saturn 
in Leo midway between the two and sex- 
tile to both. The outstanding natural re- 
source item to boom under these stimuli 
has been oil and its private enterprise. 
But, with this cyclical transition, the oil 
industry seems to have reached that 
plateau of public necessity attained by 
the railroads thirty years ago, and the 
electric utilities twenty years ago. The 
next eight years in oil is a new tug of 
war .between increasing tax inroads, re- 
strictions and declining net income. 
Uranus now will square Neptune, Saturn 
moves into Virgo, and the deadlock will 
be reached when Saturn conjuncts Nep- 
tune, while both are squared by Uranus, 
in 1950. 

The long term or major trend of se-

curities markets is down to approx- 
imately 1952. Within the long trend are 
the technical primary trend, the interme- 
diate trends, and the minor trends. This 
month the primary trend is cyclically 
pointed upward; the intermediate trend 
points upward with the tentative goal of 
November 5th-10th ; but the minor trend 
is mildly down until near month-end, ex- 
tending the condition of jerky action 
which began last month. The armament 
program of last spring is due to begin, 
leaving the blueprint stage, and specifica- 
tions for contract letting portend invest- 
ment support in the heavy industries, 
aircrafts and steels. But the market as a 
whole is jerky and nervous with net 
losses prevailing. Fromi an investment 
standpoint there is little to be perturbed 
over as the intermediate and primary 
trends point upward. But from a short 
term and trading standpoint the spotty 
weakness and lack of uniform minor 
trend action can be disconcerting. 

The critical cyclical periods when 
minor trend reversals are due and tech- 
nical market conditions concur, appear 
as follows this month: the 6th, 13th, 
18th, 23rd and 27th. At long range, 
based on cyclical factors alone, these 
time segments appear to mark firming 
efforts to the 6th, weakness to the 13th 
with consolidation carrying to the 18th, 
strength to the 23rd, consolidation and 
mildly accelerating strength to the 27th, 
and technical setback to October 4th-5th.
